Letter of the month: Good advice, great service 





ie ello and a great big “thank you” to all 
at PC User and to readers who con- 
tribute! Without your useful information | 
would still be sitting in front of a lemon. 

You see, | ordered myself a new PC 
from someone who had, in the past, 
updated my 386 to a 486 running 8Mb of 
RAM, DOS 6.22 and Windows 3.11. It had 
been doing well but it was a bit slow anda 
lot of programs needed Windows 95.

Home office hardware 








While a PC and printer 


are essential, a scanner 
will round off your home 
office perfectly. Darren 
Yates tests the latest 
printers and scanners, and 
offers his top five PCs for 


the home office. 


Printers 





printer is just a printer, right? 
Wrong. If you’re making do with 
a two-year-old printer or a free- 
bie that came with your PC, then you 
are almost certainly missing out. Both 
low-cost inkjets and laser printers have 
improved significantly over the past 
year or so — while prices have 
dropped considerably. 


Crisp colour 


You want colour? Yawn. All inkjets have 
it. This year, the big things in inkjets are 
high print resolution and photographic 
quality printing. The latest models from 
Epson hit 1440 by 720dpi, for example, 
while Lexmark’s new JetPrinter 7000 
rattles up a full 1200dpi print resolution. 
Photographic quality has taken on 
new meaning with some extraordinary 
results now achievable. But there's still 
one little snag — you must use photo- 
grade paper to achieve these results. 


Laser quality 


Until recently, sub-$1000 laser printers 
were pretty much 300dpi models with 
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engine speeds of no better than 4p9m 
(pages per minute). Now we're up to 
600dpi at up to 6ppm. 

In the past, lasers had trouble get- 
ting the greyscales right when printing 
graphics. Most have fixed this problem 
to a workable degree, although we still 
had problems printing large graphics 
in high resolution — most likely 
because of lack of RAM. 

Unlike inkjets, RAM is important for 
lasers, with the typical 1Mb of these 
printers apparently inadequate for heavy 
desktop-publishing work. However, if 
you're after a professional finish for your 
business correspondence, these laser 
printers are well and truly up to the task. 


Running costs 


Before we go any further, we must first 
warn readers about running costs. While 
inkjets obviously have it all over lasers 
for colour quality, laser printers have it 
for on-going running costs. Check out 
our ‘Printer costs’ table on page 20, and 
you'll see that while the upfront price of 
printers is very reasonable, the consum- 
ables are comparatively high. 

Whilst this is true of both types of 
printers, bear in mind that toner for a 
laser printer will last many times longer 
than an inkjet cartridge. 

Similarly, the cost of the photo kits 
available for some inkjets are high. A 
photo kit gives the printer the ability to 
print in six colours, not just four — a big 
advantage in colour accuracy. 

And for best results from the inkjets, 
especially while using a photo kit, you'll 
need special paper — a further ongo- 
ing expense. 


Three-colour printers 


Another issue we should warn you 
about is three-colour printers. If you’re 


printing in black and white, there’s no 
problem — you just use the black car- 
tridge. But to use any colour at all, you 
must use the three-colour cartridge. 
Unlike true four-colour printers, a 
three-colour cartridge doesn’t have any 
black ink. It has to fake it by combining 
the three colours — cyan (C), magenta 
(M) and yellow (Y) — to create a com- 
posite black. This has three problems: 
the black is very ordinary and affects the 
overall colour contrast, it slows down 
printing dramatically, and the ink in the 
cartridge will disappear quickly. 


The round-up 


For this comparison, we spoke to the 
top four printer manufacturers — 
Canon, Epson, Hewlett-Packard and 
Lexmark. We asked them to send us 
one printer each in three categories — 
low-cost inkjet (under $400), high-per- 
formance inkjet (under $800) and per- 
sonal lasers (under $800). 

As you will see from the Ratings table 
on page 14, we used a number of crite- 
ria to judge the printers. The Benchmark 
Results table on page 17 describes the 
tests to measure the speed. Print quality 
was judged by a panel of three people, 
while you can judge the photo print 
quality yourself on page 18.

360dpi in colour. Adequate for home 
use but it’s now beginning to fall off the 
pace with higher-resolution models 
appearing for a similar price. 

The engine is rated at 490m mono- 
chrome but only 0.3ppm in colour. It’s 
this colour speed which will not endear 
it to business users. 

Using our test suite, the BJC-240 
took over eight-and-a-half minutes to 
produce the one-page Photoshop 
image test. Now while this did include 
the PhotoRealism photo kit, the 360dpi 
resolution just isn’t good enough to wait 
this long. While the image looks good in 
terms of accuracy, the dots are just too 
large, noticeably so on facial features. 

Our review panel gave the BJC-240 
average reviews. 

There is plenty of argument over 
whether it’s best to go with more 
colours or resolution. | think at a full 720 
by 720dpi, this printer would have been 
excellent — enough colours but just not 
enough resolution. 

speed could also be an issue. 
Having only three colours, printing out 
colour documents can be rather labori- 
ous. Our 10-page mixed text/graphics 
document test took over 22 minutes to 
print with the BUC-240, mainly because 
it has to use each of the three colours 
to create a composite black for the text. 

Overall, if you're trying to get the most 
out of a printer for the least amount of 
money, Canon’s BUC-240 makes a strong 
case. The ability to handle Canon's range 
of fluorescent colours as well will make 
this more attractive as a home printer. 
Watch your ink usage though, it may be 
more than you bargained for.

The verdict: One of the very few 
printers under $400 to have a photo 
kit option, this three-colour printer

ne of only two three-colour printers 
0". received in this round-up, the 
JetPrinter 1020 is designed for low-cost 
colour printing for budget users. 
However, we’d only recommend this 
printer if you only intend to use It occa- 
sionally, regardless of whether it would 
be in colour or black. 

If anything, the 1020 would make the 
ideal children’s printer, particularly if it’s 
not going to be doing any critical work. 
The overall print quality is reasonable but 
you're never going to get spectacular 
results from a three-colour printer. 

The Lexmark Workshop software is 
a cute affair allowing you to design and 
print cards and T-shirts using special 
iron-on transfers. 

We tested the 1020 for speed and 
quality using a number of torture tests. 
The results were pretty much as expect- 
ed. Our 10-page mixed text and graph- 
ics MS Word document test took over 
21 minutes to complete due mainly to 
the use of the three-colour cartridge. 

On photo-quality settings, the 1020 
took just over four-and-a-half minutes 
to print out our colour Photoshop 
image — not a bad result but when you 
consider that it’s only at 600 by 300dpI 
and three colours, the image simply 
lacks depth in contrast. Individual pix- 
els are just too large to produce photo- 
quality prints. 

Our review panel consistently agreed 


that it produced the lowest-quality print- 
out of all the printers we reviewed. 

In plain black text, the 1020 achieved 
its best result printing out our five-page 
document in three minutes and 23 sec- 
onds — still slow. The text quality is rea- 
sonable but three-and-half-minutes is a 
long time to wait for only ‘reasonable’. 

For T-shirts, it's probably okay 
where you’d expect a lack of resolution 
and contrast depth. | 

Overall, probably a reasonable 
choice 12 months ago but there are 
now too many printers that perform bet- 
ter for a similar price. We'd suggest 
that unless you're on a really tight bud- 
get, you should look at some of the 
other printers on offer.

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good idea of what’s happening. The 
timer is a good feature but not terribly 
accurate. As with most drivers, the 
clock only starts once the driver is acti- 
vated rather than when you perform the 
operating for printing to commence. 

The print quality using the photo kit 
is quite good. The photo kit is installed 
in place of the black cartridge, giving 
you the standard tri-colour cartridge as 
well as the photo cartridge containing a 
further two colours plus the all-impor- 
tant black. 

The result is a much smoother tran- 
sition between colours than you would 
normally get with a standard four- 
colour printer and certainly much bet- 
ter than with a normal three-colour 
model. The only problem was the 
speed. We had to wait nearly 13 min- 
utes for each print. 

Our review panel didn’t think much 
of the photo quality on plain paper — 
placing it second to last only to the 
JetPrinter 1020. 

Our five-page text document 
proved the 2050 to have a reasonable 
engine speed, taking two minutes and 
20 seconds to handle the job at 
300dpi. The 10-page mixed text and 
graphics document came in at just 
under 2ppm with a time of five minutes 
and 25 seconds. 

One of the more annoying features 
of the Lexmark printers is the general 
noise.

Unlike the higher models in the 
range, the 400 isn't about to set any 
speed records but what it does do is set 
the mark for a sub-$500 inkjet printer. It 
matches Canon's BJC-240 for resolution 
but that fourth colour plus Epson's 
Microweave technology just gives it a 
slight edge over Canon's BUC-240. 

Again, we tested the 400 with our 
suite of print tests but the problem we 
had was trying to standardise on a print 
setting. The driver is excellent, giving 
many varied options on the print quality.

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ity of the 820Cxi comes pretty close to 
anything Lexmark or Epson can pro- 
duce. Whether it’s due to faster-drying 
inks, we can’t be certain, but all edges 
are sharp and there is very little bleed- 
ing occurring. The 600 by 600dpi print- 
ing definitely helps. 

As for speed, the 820Cxi can still 
match it in the middle-ground, chalking 
up a respectable two minutes and two 
seconds on our five-page text docu- 
ment. It also managed our Photoshop 
image in a touch under four minutes. 

Out of all the inkjet printers, the 
820Cxi has arguably the most complex 
paper handling mechanism. It holds 
the current page up above the previous 
page until it finishes printing on it, 
allowing the previous one to dry before 
dropping the new one down on top. 
The only problem is that it pulls the 
paper through a 180-degree arc mak- 
ing it unsuitable for thicker paper stock. 

The driver software is showing its 
age — no timer and no ink tank level 
indicators. It does have a reasonable 
troubleshooting guide but it doesn’t 
have quite the same feel as the more 
current applets used by Epson and 
Lexmark. 

Overall, the DeskJet 820Cxi would 
make an ideal business printer. Its text 
and business graphics quality are 
excellent. And with a street price of just 
over $500, it may not have the resolu- 
tion but it’s definitely worth a look. 


Epson Stylus Color 800 


P robably the most expensive A4 
inkjet printer you can buy for under 
$800 but it has the performance to jus- 
tify its high price tag. 

This four-colour inkjet printer has a 
top resolution of 1440 by 720dpi, how- 
ever, this is only achievable with photo- 
quality paper. It throttles back to a still- 
impressive 720dpi on plain paper. 

But it’s the engine speed that makes 
the 800 a real winner. 

With a monochrome engine speed of 
8ppm, the 800 even gives two of the 
three personal laser printers we looked at

Canon BJC-4550 


[‘ not very often you find an inkjet 
capable of handling A3 paper. It’s 
even more uncommon to find one for 
less than $700. Canon’s BJC-4550, on 
the street for $699, is a rare mix of func- 
tionality and low-cost. 

This four-colour printer has a top 
resolution of 720 by 360dpi in both 
colour and monochrome. While it does- 
n't seem all that much, the printhead 
includes Canon’s new multilevel ink 
printing technology, which allows it to 
vary the amount of each ink it drops on 
to the page. 

Standard printers give just two lev- 
els of colour — 100 per cent full colour 
or no colour. 

Instead on needing extra colours, 
the 4550 uses lower-density inks, 
which enables up to four different 
shades of colour to be produced. Each 
level of colour can also be dropped on 
to another colour shade to produce 32 
colour shades rather than the common- 
ly used eight. 

The result is better colour accuracy 
and less number of cartridges. This tech-

nology is still in its infancy, so as resolu- 
tions improve, say to a full 720 by 720dpi, 
this type of printing will only get better. 


Our review panel gave the 
Photoshop test printout an above-aver- 
age result. 

Canon has also improved its act 
when it comes to drivers. The soft- 
ware for the 4550 tells you when 
you've selected an option that isn’t 
going to work too well and can auto- 
matically adjust the settings to get a 
better match. For example, if you 
select highest resolution and quality 
and you're only using plain paper, the 
driver will suggest dropping that back 
to standard quality but still allow you 
to proceed with your previous set- 
tings. 

Another plus is Canon's fluorescent 
inks. While somewhat more expensive, 
they allow to make a much bigger 
colour splash in true fluoro-style. 

Overall, the BJC-4550 is excellent 
value, particularly if you're looking for 
something different in an inkjet printer.

One of the major features which 
makes this printer ideal for business 
use, even as a proofing printer, is its 
ability to handle up to 32Mb of RAM.

With a warm-up time of 35 seconds 
and a time-to-first-page of 20 seconds, 
the EPL-5500 still has quite good 
speed once it gets going, turning in our 
five-page text document in one minute 
and seven seconds — even at 600dpi. 

The EPL-5500 also has the option of a 
serial card and AppleTalk for Apple 
Macintosh PCs, giving that extra flexibility. 

Paper handling lets the unit down 
with only rudimentary control over 
paper types.

Overall, the EPL-5500 is a solid-per- 
forming laser lacking the features of the 
other two units we looked at.

too much for this unit when set to its full 
600dpi resolution. Each time we tested 
we received only part of the image. When 
we dropped the resolution back down to 
300dpi, we had no problems, suggesting 
that there is some buffering issue with 
high-resolution images. 

Our 10-page text/graphics docu- 
ment came through at just under two 
minutes and 10 seconds, the slowest of 
the lasers, but still way ahead of the 
fastest inkjet printer. 

Fancy little tricks such as audio 
prompting in the driver software make it 
one of the easier printers to use and set 
up, again making it ideal in a family 
environment. 

Overall, the Canon LBP-660 is well 
worth the look. Lower running costs 
compared to the other lasers are also in 
its favour, making it one of the cheaper 
units to run.

media they scan. About the only thing 
they're not ideal for are books. 
Combine these advantages with 
their dramatic drop in prices — you can 
now buy a true-colour 300dpi flatbed 
scanner for $299 — and you've got to 
ask yourself: why buy anything else? 


The round-up 


To see what you can now buy for your 
money, we rounded up eight of the most 





popular flatbed scanners: one each 
from Mustek, Plustek, Scantac, Artec, 
Canon, OpticPro, Hewlett-Packard and 
Microtek. The only prerequisite for each 
unit was that it had to be under $800. 

All the flatbed scanners looked pret- 
ty similar on the surface, but we found 
major differences beneath the surface 
which will help you decide, which scan- 
ner is best for you... 


The interface 


One of the major selling points is how 
the scanner connects to your PC. The 
two most popular connection methods 
are through a supplied SCSI card or 
through your computer’s parallel print- 
er port. 

The latter works best if your PC has 
an ECP-compliant port enabled. You 
can find this out by clicking on the 
Control Panel in Windows 95, selecting 
the system icon and then double-click- 
ing on the Ports item on the menu. 

One scanner, the Scantac-2c, came 
with its own proprietary board. Not only 
did it provide the data path from the 
scanner to the computer, it also provid- 
ed the power to the scanner. While this 
sounds great, we’re not convinced that 
this is a good use of your PC. Rather 
than using one of your PC’s internal 
power cables, it takes the power direct 
from the motherboard via the expan- 
sion slot connection. 

All of the SCSI cards were Plug ‘n’ 
Play-compatible making installation fairly 
straightforward. Those using the parallel 
port were simpler and faster to get up and 
running, however, they are generally slow- 
er to scan than SCSI-based scanners. 


Scanning engines 

All of the scanners we looked at were at 
least capable of scanning at 300 dots per 
inch (dpi) while some were capable of up 
to 1200 by 600dpi. Resolution claims can 
vary markedly depending on whether 
you're talking about actual real resolution 
or software ‘shuffling’. While there are a 
number of scanners claiming much high- 
er figures of up to 9600dpi, you need to 
check what the figures really mean. (See 





SCANNERS 


Resolution and colour-depth — what the numbers mean 





oday’s scanners are capable of very 

high resolution — far exceeding any 
printer — but there are two sets of figures 
that are quoted: the optical resolution and 
the enhanced or interpolated resolution. 

The optical resolution is the hardware 
resolution — what the scanner can see. 
This is always a lower figure but it is the 
most accurate one to go by. 

The enhanced resolution is often a 
number of times larger than the optical 
resolution and is created by interpolating 
or ‘fudging’ the missing dots, using the 
dots it’s already scanned. 

Using the enhancement can give you 
more picture resolution but using too 


much of it can give you a distorted image. 
The more dots it has to interpolate the 
more errors that creep into the image. 

A good rule of thumb is not to go more 
than double the optical resolution. For 
example, if your scanner has an optical 
resolution of 300dpi, then don't go above 
600dpi. 

Colour depth refers to the number of 
colours that the scanner can use to cre- 
ate the image. The lowest setting is 1-bit 
and is also known as black and white — 
they’re the only two colours you can have. 
Use this for line-art and scanning text for 
OCR apps. 

Eight-bit greyscale gives you a maxi- 


mum of 256 shades of grey and is used to 
recreate black and white images. 

Twenty-four-bit colour gives you a 
maximum of around 16 million colours. 
The colour for each pixel is divided into 
three bytes — one each for the red, green 
and blue component of that colour. You'll 
use this setting most often. 

Thirty-bit colour uses the same princi- 
ple except that each colour has a 10-bit 
code or 1024 possible shades. When you 
combine all three 10-bit codes, you can 
create any one of around 1000 million 
colours. Not all scanners can scan at this 
depth.

Software 


These days, you don't just buy a scanner, 
you buy a complete package — scanner, 
image editing and OCR (optical charac- 
ter recognition) software. 

The image-editing suite most com- 
monly bundled is Ulead’s Photolmpact 
Special Edition. This is an excellent 
image-editor with plenty of features for 
manipulating, sizing and moving images. 

As for OCR, the most common 
package is either a lite version of 
OmniPage or another interesting pack- 
age called TypeReader. These two pro- 
duced the most accurate results but no 
OCR package can give you 100 per 
cent accurate results.

Testing 

To see how these scanners faired, we 
ran each scanner through two tests — 
one for image quality and the other for 
OCR accuracy. 

The image test was the cover of PC 
Users February 1997 edition. This gave 
us a good selection of primary colours 
as well as smooth gradients. 

Each scanner was set to 150dpii, full 
colour and the scanning commenced. 
The scanned image was then saved as 
a BMP file with the image file sizes 
roughly around the 6Mb mark. 

Our second text consisted of an A4 
page comprising formatted text with bold, 
italics and underlining using 10 point 
Times Roman font included with Windows 
95. Each scanner was then set to line art at 
300dpi and the page was scanned. The 
same page was used for all scanners. 


Artec Viewstation AT6 


his scanner comes with its own 

SCSI-2 interface card and despite 
the extra work you need to do to install 
it, we had no problems and had the unit 
up and running first go. 

The AT6 uses a 300 by 600dpi opti- 
cal scan engine with resolution 
enhancement up to 4800 by 4800dpi.

reasonable job, at least maintaining

font and most of the formatting informa- 
tion, but lost all bold, underlining and 
italics. There were a number of charac- 
ter errors but overall performed better 
than a couple of the units we looked at. 

The ScanTools software is very easy 
to use and one of the better TWAIN dri- 
vers, and with the range of software, 
particularly image editing software, the 
Artec Viewstation AT6 is worth a look. 
The only thing we would recommend is 
probably investing in a new OCR pack- 
age, such as TypeReader or OmniPage. 


Microtek ScanMaker E6 


he largest scanner we tested by 
quite a margin, we weren't overly 
impressed by the ScanMaker E6. 

This A4 flatbed unit has an optical 
resolution of 600 by 1200dpi and up to 
30-bit colour depth, but from our tests it 
failed to translate into what we'd con- 
sider an excellent scan. 

With software, the maximum 
enhanced resolution tops out at a hefty 
4800dpi. Even at just 150dpi, our cover 
image scans at around 6.5Mb. At 300dpi,

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that balloons out to 23Mb. Not all home 
PCs are going to work well with files of 
that size. 

The unit comes with Scan Wizard 
software, 16- and 32-bit scanner 
TWAIN interface as well as ImageStar 
image-editing software. Easy to use, 
it's Quite functional but not in the same 
league as Photolmpact. 

The unit comes with a DTC SCSI-2 
interface card, which was easy to 
install and caused no problems. 

When it came to our tests, we were 
disappointed with the results. The 
cover image showed an unnerving 
checkerboard pattern, while colours 
were poorly defined, giving the feeling 
that the original image was a cross- 
stitch rather than an actual cover page. 

The OCR package supplied is 
TextBridge 3.0, originally from Xerox. 
It's reasonably accurate but produced 
eight character recognition errors while 
still Keeping most of the font and for- 
matting data. Compared to some of the 
OCR packages we've seen, this isn’t 
such a bad result. - 

Overall, it promises quite a bit in terms 
of hardware capability but fails to deliver 
where it counts. Considering its street 
price of around $700, we can’t see from 
the results of our test unit any compelling 
reason for recommending it, particularly 
when you consider the competition. 


Mustek Paragon |200SP 


ieee scanner that promises plen- 
ty but fails to deliver. The Paragon 
1200SP has an optical resolution of 600 
by 1200dpi and 30-bit colour depth but 
as with the Microtek ScanMaker E6, the 
1200SP produces sketchy results. 

The interpolated resolution is an 
amazing 9600 by 9600dpi. Scanning 
Our cover image at that resolution 
would certainly have been a test for our 
2Gb hard disk drive. 

The unit comes supplied with a 
standard Plug 'n’ Play SCSI-2 interface 
card and cable.

We'd have to say that our test results 
from this unit were disappointing. 

Our test cover image appeared 
quite dark, with poor colour accuracy 
and a disturbing checkerboard pattern 
on the bulk of the yellow cover. The 
image is also quite soft to look at and 
would need a bit of a touch-up to get to 
a useable condition. 

The OCR results were also quite 
poor. From our A4 test page, the 
1200SP using TextBridge Classic, failed 
to retain any formatting information at all 
— no fonts, paragraphs, underlining, 
italics — all we were able to gain was 
the text as pretty much raw copy. 

The image-editing software 
includes Ulead’s iPhoto Plus, which 
looks like it's from pre-Photolmpact 
days. But probably the best thing about 
this unit is the Micrografx Picture 
Publisher image-editor. This is a very 
good package which has plenty of fil- 
ters and special effects to make the 
most of your scanned images. 

All-round, we'd have trouble recom- 
mending this scanner. The OCR software 
doesn't come close to TypeReader or 
OmniPage and the image quality is only

he PC games industry needs a 

good role-playing game. Why? 
Because the market has begun to stag- 
nate: too many 3D Quake clones, a 
vast array of C&C copies — in short, a 
general lack of design innovation has 
led to a quagmire of unoriginality. 

Under the banner of SSI, Westwood 
Studios developed the incredibly pop- 
ular AD&D-based products Eye of the 
Beholder 1 and 2 back in the early ‘90s. 
This was followed by the original Lands 
of Lore a couple of years later. 

Lands of Lore Il (LOL2) has taken 
over three years to develop. It was ini- 
tially scheduled for release in 1999, 
but, for a number of reasons, has con-

stantly been pushed back. Until now 
that is. But has it been worth the wait? 
In a word, yes — read on to find out 
why... 

Westwood seem to have a gift for 
creating beautiful games and LOL2 Is 
no exception. Not surprisingly, the 
rendered cut-scenes are magnificent 
and blend in perfectly with the rest of 
the game, but what really sets LOL2 
apart from many other RPG/adventure 
titles is the depth and complexity of 
the story-line along with a perfection- 
ist’s level of game detail. One of the 
biggest flaws of many contemporary 
3D games (like Quake, for example) is 
the lack of any cohesive plot to sustain 
interest when played against the com- 
puter. While | am willing to admit that 
the emerging emphasis on the multi- 
player feature does compensate for 
this (to some degree), there are stil 
many of us who enjoy playing our 
games solo. 

LOL2 is fairly impressive technolog- 
ically: the 3D engine is quite solid, 
albeit not as spectacular as forthcom- 
ing titles like Hexen 2. But the area that 
differentiates it from other contempo- 
rary RPGs is the ‘epic’ feel to the game.

If you've ever read Lord of the Rings 
and felt yourself being gloriously swept 
up in the mighty tide of events, then 
you'll understand what I'm talking 
about (of course, I’m not trying to sug- 
gest that LOL2 rivals Tolkien’s modern 
classic — merely that it uses an histor- 
ical backdrop to fill out the story). 

You play Luther, son of the evil 
Scotia from the original Lands of Lore. 
You have inherited a curse from your 
mother: the ability to change shape. 
However, you are unable to control this 
magical ability. So the main quest con- 
sists of Luther’s attempts to rid himself 
of this rather inconvenient condition. 
However, Luther's quest is set to the 
backdrop of a much bigger story con- 
cerning an evil God, Belial, who is 
attempting to resurrect himself. These 
narrative threads will obviously merge 
at some point in the game, with the fate 
of the world resting on Luther's shoul- 
ders. 

While some 3D titles suffer from a 
certain repetitive quality in relation to 
the landscape — LOL2 is chock full of 
detail. Anyone who has played games 
like Eye of the Beholder or Daggerfall 
will remember that animated cut- 
scenes were used very sparingly to 
indicate an important plot develop-

ger than its predecessor and it uses 
even more Cut-sequences, but not just 
as mere visual fluff. For example, at the 
Start of the game Luther runs into some 
caves seeking refuge: when you look 
around the corner you can see the 
guards searching the caves with 
lanterns and hear them talking to each 
other — they aren't just anonymous 
sprites like those that populate the 
world of Quake. The game is absolute- 
ly full of this sort of detail. So while the 
levels are very large, they never get 
boring because the player knows they 
will be full of unique situations and 
characters. 

The interface of the game is very 
simplistic leaving the main screen free 
from any obstructions. In the bottom 
right-hand corner there is a portrait of 
Luther, which reacts to certain situa- 
tions, such as filling with water if Luther 
is drowning. Clicking on this portrait 
displays Luther’s inventory and any 
available spells can be accessed from 
here as well. 

As | have already mentioned, LOL2 
features over four hours of magnificent 
cut-scenes. While the rendered anima- 
tions look superb, some of the acting is 
a tad shoddy. Thankfully the actor who 
portrays Luther is very good and on 
occasion, genuinely funny — particu-

The gameworld of LOL2 is populat- 
ed by avast array of monsters and they 
don't follow the age-old RPG practice 
of just standing around in a predefined 
area waiting to attack you: instead they 
roam freely around the place and will 
retreat when heavily wounded. While 
the combat interface consists of the 
usual pointing and clicking, there are 
plenty of spells to learn with some 
impressive associated effects. The 
‘Summon’ spell is particularly amusing 
and involves conjuring a small Imp who 
then fights any enemies in the near 
vicinity. But if you use it when there is 
nothing to fight, the Imp gets cross and 
will complain bitterly before disappear- 
ing in a puff of smoke. Little touches 
like these add something special to the 
game. 

One of the most interesting facets of 
LOL2 concerns Luther’s curse. He 
Changes into a huge shambling mon- 
ster or a rat on a regular, but extremely 
unpredictable, basis. Obviously all of 
Luther's different forms have. their 
advantages and disadvantages; for 
example, the rat can access small, 
Cramped places, otherwise out of 
bounds. However, there are many 
moments in the game where an

impromptu shape-shift can lead to dis- 
aster, such as in the Huline jungle level 
where a wooden bridge breaks under 
the strain of Luther’s bigger (uglier) 
incarnation. 

So while LOL2 certainly isnt a

The 
backdrops are also stunning, suc- 
cessfully invoking an uncanny 
medieval ambience. 

A technique pioneered by the cre- 
ators of Alone in the Dark, shifting cam- 
era angles make a return appearance 
in E2. While this adds a certain amount 
of variety to the visuals, it also means 
that combat can be an exercise in 
sheer frustration.

time to check some of the expert feed- 
back on 688 in related Internet news- 
groups, such as comp. sys.ibm. 
pc.games.naval and the general con- 
sensus appeared to be very positive. 

In 688 the player takes control of a 
nuclear attack submarine, which is, not 
surprisingly, a little trickier than driving 
the family car. The game comes with a 
huge manual (nearly 300 pages), 
which should give you some indication 
of the complexities involved. Like most 
of the combat sims released under the 
Jane's banner, 688 was actually 
designed by experts in the field. 

Players can either choose from a vari- 
ety of single missions or may opt to try 
Campaign mode. Jane’s have also 
included a custom mission builder, which 
adds further interest and longevity to the 
game. Apart from the prodigious manual, 
there is also a wealth of online material 
providing valuable information about the 
688 and its potential adversaries. 

Naturally it requires more than one 
man to operate one of these jugger- 
nauts, and various tasks can be turned 
over to computer control at any given 
time. Missions consist of hunting and 
destroying enemy subs, taking out sur- 
face vessels, cruise missile strikes etc. 
Rest assured that just about every con- 
ceivable scenario is covered. 

While the visuals of the game aren't 
going to win any prizes, they are more 
than compensated for by the obvious 
depth and attention to detail. There are 
even network, modem and _ Internet 
multiplayer options for what can only 
be described as the aquatic equivalent 
of ‘Deathmatch’ sessions.

here are umpteen Command & 

Conquer clones on the market, and 
to be fair, many of them are extremely 
good, but only one should be of partic- 
ular interest to Australians — Krush, Kill 
and Destroy (KKnD). Why? Because it 
was designed right here by the folks at 
Melbourne House down in (surprise, 
surprise) Melbourne. 

For those of you who haven't played 
the original KKnD, the story-line goes 
something like this: after a devastating 
nuclear war, two factions of survivors 
duke it out for control of the surface. 
The factions themselves consist of the 
humanoid ‘Survivors’ and the geneti- 
cally altered ‘Evolved’. 

General gameplay is almost identi- 
cal to that of C&C or Red Alert, but 
there are also plenty of unique features 
which make KKnD a great title in its 
own right. For starters, the game 
boasts excellent Al (artificial intelli- 
gence), which means that computer- 
controlled opponents will retreat when 
heavily outnumbered. It is also nice to 
hear authentic Australian accents in the 
cut-scenes between missions, along 
with plenty of dry, laconic Aussie 
humour (make sure you read the text 
on the right side of the screen during 
mission briefings and de-briefings and 
you'll see what | mean. . .). 

KKnD Xtreme is a special edition of 
the game, which features 20 new mis- 
sions (along with the 30 missions of 
the original), Kaos mode, five huge, 
new multiplayer maps, native Windows 
95 support, along with plenty of game- 
play and interface improvements. 

The new missions are, to say the 
least, ‘Xtremely’ hard. Players will have 
to contend with computer-generated

air-strikes and multiple enemies. 
Thankfully you will also, on occasion, 
have computer controlled allies to 
make your life a little easier (and per- 
haps a little longer. . .). 

Kaos mode is a new feature, which 
allows you to play multiplayer maps in 
single-player mode. Kaos games con- 
sist of six teams: five computer-con- 
trolled, with two of them fighting on your 
side. All of the standard multiplayer 
options are available in Kaos mode. 

The game designers have also 
tweaked the interface, including some 
much needed features like a message 
function for talking to (or abusing) other 
players in multiplayer games and a few 
extra keyboard shortcuts, such as the 
ability to centre the map on your base 
by pushing Enter. 

KKnD Xtreme is a native Windows 95 
title which translates into faster game 
speed. A lot of work has also been put 
into squeezing extra performance out of 
network or modem games. 

A game of this quality makes me 
proud to be an Australian (cue national 
anthem . . .). If you’ve played Red Alert 
to death and you need another real- 
time strategy fix, then KKnD Xtreme is 
just what the doctor ordered. And if 
you're already a KKnD veteran, the new 
missions and gameplay enhancements 
definitely justify adding it to your col- 
lection.

How can you use it in class? The 
teaching method is for students to view 
the 45-minute presentation, which is 
also cut into smaller sections for quick 
grabs, then take an activity sheet that 
the teacher has photocopied from the 
manual and complete it. 

Many of the worksheets (pitched 
more at secondary than primary level) 
suggest students compare the primary 
source evidence with anecdotal and 
secondary sources. Other sheets focus 
on discussion groups, building con- 
cept maps or analytical studies. 

The seven broad areas of study are: 
Why did they die?: Perceptions; 
Attitudes; Representations: Mysteries 
at the Depot; Continuity and Change; 
and Aftermath. 

While being developed both for 
Kodak Portfolio CD and CD-ROM, the 
Program has not taken advantage of 
the power and interactivity of CD-ROM. 
On CD-ROM the program is clumsy to 
load, painfully slow to change screens 
(even with 16Mb of RAM, whereas it 
lists 4Mb as minimum) and offers little 
advantage over the simpler method of 
presenting the story on video and dis- 
cussing it later. 

Although this great tale of the Burke 
and Wills expedition fits snugly into the 
upper-primary school curriculum on 
Australian explorers, the CD-ROM 
would be improved by a search 
engine, decent index, context sensitive 
help, and greater integration between 
the student worksheets and the chap- 
ters within the story.

The Spy game takes time to play, so 
for class the Castle Explorer section is 
best. This offers detailed graphics, ani- 
mations and descriptions of each sec- 
tion of the castle. From here you jump 
to the extensive library, which offers 
chapters on medieval health, warfare, 
society, trades, crime and food. 

Health includes sanitation, water 
supply, diet and sickness and medical 
treatment, and each of these categories 
is further divided; for example, Medical 
Treatment features 16 headings rang- 
ing from astrological cures and blood 
letting to remedies and alcohol. 

Castle Explorer would benefit from 
having the text instructions on how to 
play the Spy game read aloud, and the 
option to cut and paste information 
would facilitate student project research. 

Overall, it is a treasure-chest on life 
in a medieval castle, a delightful, infor- 
mative package that will fuel the enthu- 
siasm of upper primary and lower sec- 
ondary students and their teachers.

of why it would have been used in that 
context. Phrases and sentences are also 
highlighted to offer some clarification or 
context to their use in the play. Blue ques- 
tion mark boxes also mark points of inter- 
est or discussion topics. 

The background scenes, mono- 
colour litho-cut-like images of the forest 
or the castles, change too, to reflect the 
new scene, subtly breaking up the play 
into its constituent parts.

the outside. By clicking on the lan- 
guage button, students can then 
choose to discover all the examples of, 
Say, irony in the play. These are listed 
in chronological order, and clicking on 
the listing triggers an audio track of the 
passage in question; out of context of 
the play, but an interesting way of 
enunciating the themes and overtones 
of the play in a compressed fashion. 

As with the other titles in the series, 
the CD provides a lengthy treatment of 
the play or short synopsis. Clicking on the 
Plot button at the foot of the screen allows 
the students to zoom through the story- 
line by simply clicking on Act and running 
the mouse over the scene required. 
Movement sensitive pop-up boxes bring 
up the different scenes, so it’s easy to 
read the entire story-line within a couple 
of minutes before going through the play 
in depth, or using this as a way of honing 
in on a particular incident. A search facil- 
ity will also take you straight to the famous 
“But soft, what light through yonder win- 
dow breaks...”

There's also 
a list of Shakespeare’s other works, 
including poetry and the folios and 
quartos, together with easy to under- 
stand explanations of what they are 
and how they were compiled, and 
some of the more famous quotes from 
Shakespeare which have fallen into our 
everyday lexicon. 

The ‘read to me’ option is a nine- 
minute QuickTime movie which precis 
the play rather than reading it, and here 
your reviewer parts company with Corel. 

The title is aimed at 12- to 17-year- 
olds, and while the treatment is appro- 
priate to the age group — cartoon style 
and simple language — it hardly does 
the playwright justice. Shakespeare 
wrote many plays that were meant to 
be amusing — Macbeth is not one of 
them. And while it’s true that the lan- 
guage of Shakespeare is an obstacle 
for many students, it's debatable 
whether counterpointing ‘Thane’ as in 
Thane of Cawdor, Macbeth’s new title, 
with the assertion that Lady Macbeth 
goes ‘inthane’ at the end of the play 
actually helps overcome that obstacle. 

Full marks for getting the actual 
story-line across to the early teens and 
for putting the characters into per- 
spective, but low scoring on the ability 
to convey Shakespeare’s marvellous 
use of language and sense of dramat- 
ic poise. Dropping a drawbridge on 
Lady Macduff and her baby just does- 
nt cut it in the gruesome stakes or 
offer a realistic representation of what 
really happened.

Telopea Park School is one of 
the oldest schools in Canberra. 
But as Linda Bruce found out, 
it plans to be one of the most 


modern in Australia. 


A’ emphasis on languages is one 
reason Telopea _ staff have 
embraced the Internet. Now they are 
planning to have all its 61 classrooms 
networked by the end of 1997. 

Wth 650 secondary and 420 primary 
school students it is unique. In 1984 it 
was established as an Australia-French 
school after an agreement between the 
French and Australian governments 
and became a bilingual and binational 
school accepting both English speak- 
ing and French speaking students from 
Kindergarten to Year 10. As a specialist 
language school it also offers German, 
Italian, Spanish and Japanese. 

Students enter the school’s bilingual 
French program in Kindergarten and 
follow a curriculum based on both the 
Australian and French education sys- 
tems. They are taught all subjects in the 
morning in French and those in the 
afternoon in English. Students who 
enter the English speaking stream do 
so in Year 7 at secondary level after 
completing their primary schooling 
elsewhere. Telopea teachers see the 
Internet as an opportunity for students 
to establish closer ties and converse 
with classes overseas who speak these 
languages as their native tongue. 

One-hundred-and-twelve staff have 
e-mail accounts on the Internet. They 
access from three points — one in 
each library and from the extension in 
the staff common room. 

As a result of these limited access 
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points, plus time pressures, Telopea staff 
also access the Internet, if they have a 
connection, from their own homes and 
the nearby national library after school 
and on weekends. From here they down- 
load information for their classes. 

One method they introduce students 
to Internet research is to take their class to 
the library and project the Internet materi- 
al on the computer onto a large screen for 
classes to view as a whole. 

A number of classes have interac- 
tive global projects, explains Andrea 
Kjar, executive teacher responsible for 
technology, including the library infor- 
mation centres within the school. 

Cheryl-Lee Bell’s Year 3 class have 
been participating in an online science 
project called ‘Murder Under The 
Microscope’. Her students prepare 
their e-mail offline in the computer lab 
and she sends it from one of the 
access points. Music teacher Michael 
Caesar’s Years 8-10 classes link with 
other classes on the Internet to create 
online music compositions. 

The school puts its daily notices on the 
Telopea Park School electronic bulletin 
board for students and parents to access. 

Teachers are keen to encourage 
their students to develop electronic 
research skills. The geography pro- 
jects Kjar sets her students require stu- 
dents to use at least one electronic 
media resource. This can include CD- 
ROM encyclopedia or the Internet. 

On the Internet, Telopea science 
teachers have posted a list of useful 
references for the projects they have 
set on space, environment, natural his- 
tory, chemistry, biology, dinosaurs, vol- 
canoes and general science. 

Here they advise students to try a 
search if they cannot find a topic.

The first step is to cable every class- 
room with an optic fibre back-bone 
between the main buildings. This will 
later be followed by computers in more 
individual classrooms rather than con- 
fining them to the computer labs. 

As well as linking classrooms and 
staffrooms the network will connect the 
three computer labs. Currently each 
lab is networked within itself and con- 
tains approximately 25 computers. One 
is an IBM lab and as soon as the net- 
work is installed it will be upgraded to 
machines powerful enough to run 
graphics and multimedia. The second 
is a Mac Performa lab and the other 
contains Classic Macs that the school 
mainly uses for word processing. 

In these laboratories students study 
a variety of courses, including desktop 
publishing, computer graphics, com- 
puter programming, computer robotics 
and keyboard skills. 

The libraries or information centres 
offer a wide range of literature and elec- 
tronic resources, including word proces- 
sors for students to prepare their assign- 
ments. Soon the senior library will also 
contain the heart of the network — approx- 
imately 14 stacks from which teachers and 
students will be able to access CDs from 
any classroom within the entire school. 
They will also be able to log on to the 
Internet from over 60 access points.

atch out, Microsoft! Corel has 

finally done it. The Canadian 
company has released a version of 
WordPerfect Suite which combines fea- 
tures and performance. In the process, 
it has shunted Lotus SmartSuite aside 
and is now breathing down Microsoft's 
neck in the office suite stakes. 

We pitted the current versions of each 
of the major suites — WordPerfect Suite 
8.0, Microsoft Office 97 and Lotus 
SmartSuite 97 — against one another, 
and found that Microsoft's lead in the field 
is being threatened. We reviewed Office

W ordPerfect has been crying out for 
improvements. The last time we 
took it for a spin its sluggish performance 
made us long for a 300MHz Pentium II. 

This time around, Corel has done tt 
right. Performance is noticeably 
improved, the interface has been 
cleaned up so you're not overwhelmed 
with choices, and the old grab-bag of 
programs has been replaced with a new 
collection which is more appealing. 

In WordPerfect Suite 8.0, you'll find 
WordPerfect 8.0, Quattro Pro 8.0, 
Presentations 8.0, Desktop Application 
Director 8.0, Photo House, Bitstream 
Font Navigator, Envoy Viewer, 
QuickView Plus, and SDK (Software 
Developer’s Kit), and the usual gener- 
ous collection of fonts, clip-art and pho- 
tos. Gone is the powerful but complex 
InfoCentral. In its place is CorelCentral, 
a contact manager, schedular, confer- 
encing, e-mail and newsgroup pack- 
age built around Netscape’s 
Communicator and Starfish’s Sidekick. 

If you buy the Professional version 
of WordPerfect Suite 8.0, you'll miss out 
on Photo House but get the Paradox 
80 database Web.SiteBuilder and 
TimeLine project management. 

Corel released WP Suite 8.0 before 
CorelCentral was ready to be shipped, 
so we didn't get to try out that compo- 
nent. But anyone familiar with Netscape 
Navigator or Communicator and the 
Sidekick personal information manager 
will recognise most of the elements of 
CorelCentral. It remains to be seen how

well CorelCentral integrates with the 
other parts of the suite. 

Despite the performance improve- 
ments, you won't want to run WordPerfect 
Suite (or either of its competitors) on any- 
thing less than a Pentium with 16Mb of 
memory. 


An improved interface 


One of the ways Corel has smartened up 
its applications is by the use of Property 
Bars. The Property Bar is a context sen- 
sitive toolbar, which changes depending 
on the task you’re currently performing. 
The Application Bar at the bottom of 
the-screen displays the names of all 
open documents and allows you to flip 
between them with a single click. You 
can customise the bar so that it dis- 
plays other information, such as the 
current font and alignment, and then 
change these settings on-the-fly. 
The menus and toolbars throughout 
the applications are also far more con- 
sistent and logically structured than pre- 
viously, although there are still a few out- 
of-place items. For example, if you turn 
off the Application Bar from its right-click 
menu, you'll have to search all the way 
to the Tools, Settings, Display dialogue 
to turn it back on again. 
While Corel’s design minimises screen 
clutter and makes it easier to find just the 
right option, everything is customisable if 
you so choose. 
Corel has taken a leaf from Microsoft's 
book and introduced PerfectExperts, 
online help which responds to ‘natural 
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language’ and which combines Wizards 
and step-by-step guides. Unlike the in- 
your-face Microsoft Assistants, the 
PerfectExperts have a staid demeanour 
and don't get in the way as much, but the 
natural language responses leave some- 
thing to be desired. 


Internet nous 


WordPerfect Suite 8.0 is at least as 
Internet savvy as Office 97. Type a URL 
or e-mail address in any of the applica- 
tions and it is automatically converted to 
a hot link. 

In keeping with the current trend to 
eliminate distinctions between files on 
the Web and files on your computer, 
WordPerfect Suite allows you to open 
and save files locally or to the Internet. 

You can save your files in HTML for- 
mat and then choose Send To, Web 
Publishing Wizard from the File menu of 
any application to publish your pages 
on the Web. 

The word processor includes an 
Internet Publisher, which lets you format 
your current page as an HTML docu- 
ment, publish the HTML document, cre- 
ate a new Web document from scratch 
(or using a template) or launch a brows- 
er. Even more powerful is the Internet

Barista is Corel's fascinating Internet 
technology that transforms documents 
into HTML pages containing Java applets 
ready to publish on the Web or view with 
any Java-capable browser. You can pub- 
lish any type of document to Barista 
(using File menu, Send To, Core! Barista), 
but you'll find some things work well with 
the technology and others don't. Barista 
and Presentations make a wonderful 
matcn, provided you take care to experi- 
ment with the size of your files so you 
don't put your viewers on eternal hold. 

With all the Internet publishing 
options, WordPerfect still has a long way 
to go in being able to convert anything 
other than fairly simple documents to 
HTML. If you want to take complex doc- 
uments to the Web, you'll need to buy 
the Professional version which includes 
Web.SiteBuilder, or add a Web publish- 
ing tool from another company to your 
arsenal of applications. WordPerfect is 
not alone in this limitation: the same can 
be said of Office and SmartSuite. 


A good buy 


If, when it’s finally released, Corel does a 
good job of integrating CorelCentral with 
the other applications in_ its Suite, 
Microsoft really does need to start worry- 
ing. WordPerfect Suite 8.0 is a great proa- 
uct, worthy of anyone’s consideration 
when purchasing an integrated package. 

Those who own an earlier version of 
WordPerfect Suite (or WordPerfect 
itself) will definitely want to get this 
upgrade. 


Lotus SmartSuite 97 


[' you work regularly with a group of 
people and need to share data and 
documents regularly, SmartSuite is defi- 
nitely an attractive proposition. But 
Lotus’s focus on workgroup computing 
shows up in a lack of detailed attention to 
‘solo user’ features, and this lack of atten- 





tion has let it slip behind the other suites 
in terms of features and ease of use. 

It's not that there’s anything particu- 
larly poor about any of the Lotus appli- 
cations: Approach is a wonderfully 
easy-to-use database which still offers 
plenty of power; similarly Organizer 
puts a great interface on a powerful 
information manager. Lotus 1-2-3 holds 
it own against Excel and Quattro Pro; 
and Word Pro is perfectly serviceable, 
if not quite the powerhouse that you'll 
find in the competing word processors. 

What is lacking are the details. For 
instance, Organizer doesn't have a clue 
about the Web, apart from being able to 
point you to Lotus’s homepage or 
embed a Web page as an OLE object in 
its notepad. But there’s no hot-linking of 
addresses or Web site names as you'll - 
find in CorelCentral and Outlook. 

Lotus has also gone its own way in 
interface design. For dedicated Lotus 
users, this is no problem. But if you're used 
to standard Windows application toolbars, 
you'll find a steeper learning curve moving 
to Lotus than to any other suite. That’s 
because icons for things, such as opening 
and saving documents, are done in a dis- 
tinctly Lotus style. It does a lot for individu- 
ality, but not much for useability. 

Working with tables in Word Pro is a 
complete pain, with a totally counter- 
intuitive set of selection cursors. And to 
create a link to information on the 
Internet, 1-2-3 forces you through a 
five-step process in which you create a 
button and link it to a URL. To achieve 
the same thing in Quattro Pro and Excel 
you simply type the URL. 

There are some neat interface fea- 
tures in SmartSuite, such as the 
InfoBoxes. These let you set all the 
attributes for a particular item without 
having to repeatedly open menus and 
dialogue boxes. And the toolbars and 
menus change to reflect the item you're 
currently editing, saving screen space 
and making it easier to find the right tool. 

Lotus is also without par in its col- 
laboration tools: versioning, revision 
tools, sharing documents with others. 
In particular, SmartSuite teams up with 
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another Lotus product, Notes, to make 
an extraordinarily powerful environment 
for sharing information and tasks. 
However, while all the applications 
are powerful and not too daunting to 
use, the lack of attention to details in 
the user interface is beginning to show. 
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M icrosoft Office has grabbed about — 


#80 per cent of the suite market. 
While this is at least partly due to Micro- 
soft’s marketing muscle, it’s also because 
Office deserves its pre-eminence. 

The strength of Office 97 comes 
from three main factors: rock solid core 
applications; excellent integration 
across the suite; and detailed dedica- 
tion to useability. 

Word, Excel, PowerPoint and Access 
(included in the Professional edition of 
the suite) are all outstanding products. 
When Microsoft replaced Office 95's 
awful Schedule + with Outlook, it pro- 
duced an all-round solid suite. 

Office 97 makes good use of shared 
components so that many functions are 
the same from one application to another. 

It’s highly Internet aware, with auto- 
matic formatting of URLs and e-mail 
addresses, a variety of Internet pub- 
lishing options, dialogue boxes which 
connect to your hard disk, network or 
the Web interchangeably, and a com- 
mon Web toolbar in each of the apps. 
You can set up live feeds of data from 
the Internet into a spreadsheet cell with 
a few clicks, and Access offers Wizard- 
driven publishing of database data. 

The Internet Assistant is a character 
which watches over your shoulder as 
you work, offering tips when you seem 
to be stuck, and even offering to per- 
form tasks for you. It is extraordinarily 








good at parsing help requests that you 
type in standard English. 


Making your choice 


Let’s face it: if you’re among the 80 per 
cent of users who use no more than 20 
per cent of the features in any applica- 
tion, it’s unlikely you're going to be 
swayed in your purchasing decision by 
the number of features in a package. 

Anaylyse your work. If there are one 
or more tasks you repeatedly perform, 
take each of the packages for a test run 
and check out the functions for yourself. 

If, on the other hand, you want a 
suite with all-round capabilities, your 
choice really should be either Microsoft 
Office or Corel WordPerfect Suite. 

WordPerfect Suite offers more in terms 
of value for money. If you’re on a budget, 
it will be hard to justify buying anything 
other than Corel’s great new suite. 


Works packages 


he large office suites aren't for 

everyone. The price tag, for a start, 
is enough to intimidate most home 
users as well as any organisation with 
limited funds. 

For many people they’re also overkill, 
requiring quite a steep learning curve. 
Office suites also require hardware on 
steroids: you'll need at least 100Mb of 
hard disk space, a Pentium processor and 
16Mb of RAM to get the most out of them. 

A much better option for most home 
users and many small business owners 
is a ‘works’ package. These products, 
like their bigger siblings, tie together a 
group of applications. Unlike office 
suites, they'll run on a 386 with 8Mb of 
RAM, plus they’re less expensive and 
they won’t overwhelm you with options 
and power.

Dragon NaturallySpeaking 


D ragon NaturallySpeaking is a speech 
recognition system for your comput- 
er — think of it as a dictation system 
where the computer takes your dictation. 

The big news about this program is 
that, whereas earlier speech recogni- 
tion programs required you to speak 
precisely and to hesitate between each 
word, this program lets you speak nor- 
mally, in a natural, fluent style —much 
the way you usually speak. 

Does it work? Yes, it does, and sur- 
prisingly well. However, you do need to 
put in a fair bit of effort before you have 
the program translating your speech 
into text with reasonable accuracy. 

Firstly, you need to have reasonable 
hardware. As you Can imagine, translat- 
ing your words into text puts a strain on 
your PC. So you need at least a Pentium 
133, with 32Mb of RAM if you’re running 
Windows 95 and 48Mb of RAM if you’re 
running NT. You'll also need a good 
soundcard — this is important, so you 
may want to check that your card is one 
of the preferred cards before you invest 
in the program. A high quality micro- 
phone is included with the program. 

Next, you need to go through an

The interface of COMMUNICATE! is moa- 
elled on a stylised phone-fax-answering 
machire, but delving beneath this reveals 
a rather less polished and clunkier set of 
screens and dialogue boxes. 

While the box proclaims COMMUNI-

95 and NT, it does not comply with the 
standards for true Windows 95 compati- 
bility — the most serious of which is that 
COMMUNICATE! doesn’t share the 
modem configuration and settings of any 
modem installed via the Control Panel.

Insider Tips 





f you work from home full time, 

part time or just evenings, then 
you'll need an area to work and a 
good computer system. And, unlike 
in a traditional office, you'll be in charge 
of your system, and you won't have a 
paid professional there to set it up and 
keep it running for you. 

Some of the tasks that you'll need to 
manage are: 


Backup 


All the information stored on your com- 
puter will be lost if your computer is stolen 
or your hard disk crashes. If you can’t 
afford to lose your data, it should be 
backed up onto disks or tape and the 
backups stored away from the computer. 

To determine how often you should 
backup, ask yourself how much informa- 
tion you can afford to lose. If one day’s 
information is too much to lose, then 
backup daily; if you can afford to lose a 
month's worth of data, then a monthly 
backup should be sufficient. 


Keep out 


If the information on your computer is vital 
to your business, then your children should 
not have free access to your computer. 
Sharing a computer with kids means that 
the risk of your files being accidentally 
deleted or corrupted or a virus infecting 
your system is increased enormously. 

The concept may seem harsh, but 
business is business. Simply because 
your computer is located at home doesn’t 
mean it should be treated any differently 
than it would be if it were in a more tradi- 
tional workplace. So, consider buying the 
family their own computer. Since your 
business probably won’t need as power- 
ful a computer as the kids will want, use 
the family’s hand me downs for your busi- 
ness and everyone will be happy. 


Buy all in one 


Ask around and you'll find it’s all too com- 
mon a story that adding extra hardware to 
a computer or changing operating sys- 
tems is costly and time consuming when 
things don’t go smoothly. 


| To avoid this happening, where 

r\ possible, buy the best computer 

~ you can afford and make sure it 
comes with all the memory, hard disk 
Space and extras you think you'll want. 
Ask the computer store to install all the 
software you'll need and any other items, 
like internal modems and scanners, before 
you leave the store. This way you'll be sure 
everything works properly and you may 
even find the store doesn’t charge you for 
this service. Even if you do pay, it will be 
cheaper than paying for support at $60 an 
hour (or more) later on. 

And if you are thinking of upgrading 
software or adding hardware, ask your- 
self if you really need it right now or if it 
can wait until your next PC purchase. You 
may save time and money by waiting a 
while and buying it already installed on 
your next computer. 


Health and safety 


Just because you're working at home 
doesn't mean you can afford to skimp on 
the safety of your work environment. You 
need a well lit and properly ventilated 
Space with heating and cooling so you 
can work in comfort all year round. 
Position your monitor at a height and 
an angle that allows you to hold your 
head in a comfortable position. Your 
hands should rest comfortably for typing 
and there should be adequate leg room 
under the desk. And consider investing in 
a quality adjustable chair with good lum- 
bar support — your body will thank you. 


Power issues 


Ensure you have adequate power supply 
available for your computer and peripher- 
als. For most home offices this will mean 
that you should have an electrician wire 
extra power points, so you don’t have to 
daisy chain power boards and double 
adaptors. If you must double up on pow- 
erpoints, buy a power board with an over- 
load switch so that you are protected 
against overloading your system. 

You'll also find that a surge protector is an 
inexpensive way of protecting your equip- 
ment from damage by power spikes, partic- 


ularly if your power supply is erratic or in 
lightening prone areas. And secure all your 
cables neatly so that you can't trip on them: 
and damage yourself or your equipment. | 


Sensible precautions | 
For your safety and the protection of your — 
computer, plan not to eat or drink at the 
keyboard. Getting up for food will give 
you a well needed break from your work 
and you won't risk damaging your key- 
board with spilled coffee or food crumbs. 
Always have a virus checker installed 
and make sure you keep it up-to-date. 
Check every disk that has been in any other 
computer and insist that everyone who uses 
your computer does the same. If you're 
downloading software from the Internet, use 
a virus checker that runs in the background 
and which continually monitors your system. 
lf the use of the Internet is jamming up 
your household telephone line, consider 
installing a second phone line. Most 
houses already contain the wiring for two 
lines, so the installation costs are mini- 
mal, and if the line is only used for the 
Internet, the bills can be kept small. 


Frequent breaks 


You'll find it’s easy to lose track of the time 
you spend at the computer and what you 
think has taken a few minutes can chew up 
an hour or more. To rest your body, take 
frequent breaks and stand up, stretch and 
take a short walk. You'll give your circula- 
tion a boost and you'll find the muscles in 
your arms, wrists and neck will relax. 


Have a life 


One risk of working from home or taking 
work home is that the division between work 
and home life gets blurred. Because you 
have this ‘extra time’ you may find that tasks 
actually take longer to complete, as 
Parkinson’s Law states “Work expands so 
as to fill the time available for its completion.” 
So, keep in mind that you have a life 
outside your work and set aside time for 
yourself, your friends and family.

In WordPerfect, use Format, Page, 
Paper Size and in the Name list box 
select A4 and press OK. 

In Word Pro, select File, Document 
Properties, Page and the Size and 
Margin tab. From the Page Size list box 
select A4 and close the dialogue box. 

Step 2: Set up your margins so you 
can type closer to the edge of the page 
than you would usually do. In Word use 
File, Page Setup, Margins and set the 
Top, Bottom, Left and Right margins to 
2cm and select OK. 

In WordPerfect, use Format, Margins 
and set the Top, Bottom, Left and Right 
margins to 2cm and select OK. 

In Word Pro, select File, Document 
Properties, Page and the Size and 
Margin tab. From the Page Size list box 
change the Top margin to 1.5cm and 
the remaining margins to 2cm and 
close the dialogue box. 

Step 3: Type the word ‘planner’ in a 
plain sans serif font in capitals (we 
used AvantGarde Medium BT, 72 point 
size). If you’re using Word Pro add a 
couple of blank lines at the top of the 
page before you start typing. 

To space the letters further apart, in 
WinWord select the word and use 
Format, Font, Character Spacing and in 
the Spacing list box select Expanded 
and in the By text box experiment with 
various point sizes until the text stretch- 
es the full width of the page (we used 
37 pt of spacing here). 

In WordPerfect, select Format, 
Justification, All (see Figure 2a). 

In Word Pro select the text and 
select Text, Text Properties, select the 
Misc tab and increase the Kerning per- 
centage until the letters fill the width of 
the page (we used 98% Kerning). 

Step 4: In WinWord display the 
Drawing toolbar and create a Text Box.

Type ‘weekly’ in capitals into the Text 
Box and format it in a contrasting font 
(we used Swiss 721 Black Extended 
BT, 28pt) and colour it Gray, 25%. 
Using the same character spacing 
options as you did in Step 3, increase 
the inter-letter spacing until the letters 
of the word ‘weekly’ fit in between the 
letters of the word ‘planner’ when you 
move the text box into position (we 
used 50pt of spacing). With the text 
box selected, right-click and select 
Format Text Box, select the Wrapping 
tab, select None and OK. Remove the 
text box borders by right-clicking on it, 
select Format Text Box, Colors and 
Lines tab, and from the Color drop- 
down list select No Line and OK. 

In WordPerfect create a text box 
using Graphics, Text Box, type ‘weekly’ 
into it, and set the colour using Format, 
Font, Shading 25%, and set the 
Alignment to All.

Although some of the formulae are 
specific to Excel, you can create the 
worksheet in Lotus, too, and the box 
‘Lotus 97’ explains the differences in 
the Lotus version. 

Step 1: On a blank worksheet, add 
the data to the listed cells in the box 
‘Cell data’. 

Step 2: Copy the formula from cell E8 
to cells E9:E200 and from G7 to cells 
G8:G200. This gives you room for 193 
detail lines which should be sufficient for 
most businesses. Your worksheet 
should look like the one in Figure 2b. 

Step 3: Enter the data in the box 
‘Test data’ into the named cells to test 
the worksheet. 

With this data entered your work- 
sheet should look something like the one 


in Figure 3b. Note, though, that the actu- 
al length of time an account has been 
outstanding will depend on the date 
youre looking at the worksheet because 
this information is updated daily.

As each 
invoice is paid, record the payment 
details (date, details and payment) on 
a separate line and add a ‘y’ to the 
‘Paid’ column opposite the invoice that 
the payment relates to. 

When you have entered your 
invoice details, the last figure in the 
balance column will show you the 
current status of the debtor, or the 
total of your outstanding debtors, 
depending on how you are using the 
worksheet. The information at the top 
of the worksheet shows the relative 
ages of the debts. 


How it works 


The formulae in column E calculate 
the running balance by taking the total 
from the previous line and adding any 


Spreadsheet files 
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Invoices and deducting any pay- 
ments. The IF function merely tidies up 
the display by hiding the result if 
there's no value in the Invoice or 
Payment column. 

The formulae in column G are more 
complex; they calculate the age of the 
debt by deducting the date of the 
invoice from your computer's system 
date. The number of days is passed 
to the HLOOKUP function which uses 
the teble in the range A2:E3 and com- 
pares the number of days with the fig- 
ures n row 2 to find the largest value 
that is less than that number of days. 
It then returns the corresponding 
value in row 3. So, if the debt is 0-29 
days old, the value ‘Current’ is 
returned, if the debt is 30-59 days old 
the value ‘30 Days’ is returned and so 
on. The IF part of this formula is there 
to neaten the display, it stops the cal- 
culations being made if the Invoice is 
paid or if there’s no value in the 
Amount column. 

The formulae in row 4 use a SUMIF 
function to add the values in the Invoice 
column only for certain criteria. The for- 
mula in cell A4 adds only those Invoice 
amounts for invoices that have ‘Current’ 
as the entry in column G, the formula in 
cell B4 adds only those Invoice amounts 
for invoices that have ‘30 Days’ as the 
entry in column G, etc. The syntax of the 
SUMIF function is =SUMIF(range to 
analyse,criteria,range to sum), so the 
formula in cell A4: A4 =SUMIF($G$7: 
$G$200,“=Current”,$C$7:$C$200) 
translates as, sum the values in the 
range C7:C200 for those rows where the 
corresponding entry in column G is 
equal to ‘Current’. 

Finally, the formula in cell F4 uses 
the COUNTIF function, which is similar 
to SUMIF. This counts the values in col- 
umn F to see how many are less than 
‘y’. So if you've entered any alphabeti- 
cal character (other than y and 2) in 
column F or you've pressed the space 
bar, then the warning will display. This 
formula is very ‘quick and dirty’; it won't 
trap everything but it will catch the 
worst of your errors.

Make a good first impression

Castles’ cover page idea. 


ye don’t get a second chance to 
make a first impression. Whether 
you're putting together some homework 
for your new English teacher or a report 
to get your boss's attention you need an 
understanding of accessorising. What 
works with what? What's voguish? 
What's frumpy and old-fashioned? The 
cover page can be nearly as important 
as the information contained inside. If 
it's stylish and up-to-date it says the 
information inside will be the same. 

The idea for this cover page (see 
Figure 1c) was borrowed from a poster 
in the foyer of a radio station. Annette 
liked the way the text was shaped in 
blocks running vertically as well as hori- 
zontally. So she hung the concept in her 
‘ideas’ wardrobe until she found the per- 
fect place to wear it. 


Why it works 


The original design was black and white 
but Annette applied colour because it 
complimented the fun and diversity of the 
subject — fashion. She chose the three 
primary colours in similar depths of shade 
and highlighted them with black. 

The shape of the text at the foot of 
the page is reflected in the diagonal 
corner by matching coloured boxes. 
This gives the page balance and 
strength and ties the corners together. 


The text 


The text running vertically down the 
right-hand side has several functions 


besides enticing the reader to explore 


the report. Because it is text there is a 
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No rotate option? 





connection with the other text on the 
page and yet it is positioned with the 


coloured boxes so it ties the two 
groups together. 

Annette strengthened the connec- 
tion by making the words ‘of the hem- 
line’ finish in line with the baseline of 
the text along the right-hand side of 


the page. 


And notice how the base line of the 
right-hand text is sitting on an invisible 
line running down the side of the yellow 
box (see Figure 2c). This adds strength 
to the line and therefore the corner. 


The fonts 


The choice of fonts is very important 
and there’s no single answer in any sit- 
uation. So be brave and experiment. 
Annette chose fonts to highlight the 
diversity of her subject. The frilly, femi- 
nine qualities of Signet Roundhand for 
the black text were pitted against the 
chic, clean lines of Arial for ‘Ups’ and 
‘Downs’. The formal, austere qualities of 
Impact in yellow introduces everybody. 


A la mode 


Annette let her design highlight her 
subject. The vertical and horizontal text 
perfectly mirrors the subject — up and 
down. The boxes hanging from the top 
represent the different lengths of skirts 
during the century. And the range of 
font tyoes suggests the diversity and 
whims of fashions. 

The design is inspired by the sub- 
ject matter. Let your subject inspire 
yOu. 


How to do it 


To create the cover sheet, open a new 
document and set the paper size to A4 
and set the Top, Bottom, Left and Right 
margins to 2cm each. 

Start with the words because the 
size of each word dictates the size of 
your coloured boxes. To create these 
you need to be able to rotate text. 
Some word processors allow you to do 
this but others like older versions of 
WinWord don’t and so you'll need to 
use WordArt instead. We used Text 
Boxes in Word 6.0 for the regular text 
and WordArt for the rotated text. If 
you're using WinWord 97, use all text 
boxes and rotate the text where you 
need to: 

Each portion of text should be a 
separate object; create an object for 
it (WordArt, Text Box etc), type the 
text, alter its font, colour and size, 


rotate it if necessary and finally move 
it into position (see Figure 2c). Create 
a horizontal and vertical line using 
Line Draw to use as a guide and 
make sure each piece of text lines up 
across the bottom of the page to that 
line and up the side, too (see Figure 
3c). Leave the lines in place for now. 
Use text boxes or frames for your reg- 
ular text. 

Create your rectangles of colour 
using the drawing tools in your word 
processor. If you get the layering right 
you won't have to be quite so accurate 
with your placement. Create the rectan- 
gles in this order: black, blue, yellow 
and red, and you'll only have to line 
them up along their tops to get the right 
effect. Size each coloured rectangle so 
it is the same size as the text in the 
same colour at the foot of the page and 
remove any border around the rectan- 
gle or set it to the same colour as the 
rectangle’s fill colour. 

lf your word processor allows you to 
group align or snap to grid, use this to 
get your rectangles lined up correctly. 
When they are right, select each in turn 
and group them using the drawing tool- 
bar’s ‘group’ option. This way if you 
move one rectangle they will all move. 

When it’s all in position, remove the 
guidelines and save your document.

10 Web design bloopers 


Web Workshop 





Helen Bradley and John Hilvert 
provide tips to overcome 


common Web page design flaws. 


1. Backgrounds that 
swallow text 


Many sites have the text of the page or 
the links set so that they are difficult to 
see against the page’s background. 
Another particularly annoying habit is for 
a designer to actually ‘hide’ followed 
links by making them the colour of the 
page background. While this makes it 
easy for the user to see what links they 
haven't yet followed, it does mean that if 
you find an interesting link, it disappears 
the minute you return from viewing it. 
You can avoid this by setting the 
colour of the default text using the TEXT 
attribute of the BODY tag, for example 
<BODY TEXT=“#rrggbb”>...</BODY>. 
The values for rr, gg and bb are two-digit 
hexadecimal numbers representing the 
value of red (rr), green (gg) and blue (bb) 
in the colour you are using. The values are

from 00 to FF hexadecimal (0-255 deci- 
mal). There is a handy colour chart at 
Lynda’s Homepage (http://www.lynda. 
com/nex.html) showing the decimal and 
hexadecimal numbers of the 216 brows- 
er-safe colours (the colours in the palettes 
used by the popular browsers). 

The attributes that control the colour 
of links are LINK, VLINK and ALINK. 
LINK is the colour of a link, VLINK is a 
visited link and ALINK is an activated 
link. These are attributes of the 
<BODY>...</BODY> tag. The defaults 
for these links are blue, purple and red 
and you can alter them using the same 
colours you use for background text. 
This example gives you blue back- 
ground text, red links, black followed 
links and green active links: 


<BODY TEXT=“#0000FF” 
LINK="“#FFOO00” VLINK=“#000000” 
ALINK=“#00FFO0”></BODY> 


2. Just because you can 


Just because you've found a wonderful 
animated graphic of a spinning globe, 
or because you can write neat 
Javascripts to alter background colours 
or because you can turn your Web page 
into one large image map, doesn’t mean 
that you should do any of these things. 
Seasoned Web users are a pretty 
jaded bunch and are sceptical of sites 
with large graphics that take minutes to 
downioad and don't add anything to the 
purpose or functionality of the site. So, 
while we're not saying you shouldn't 
have cool graphics and hot scripts on 
your page, you should ask yourself why 
they are there. If you're putting them 
there only to show that you can do it,

Six laser pnnters that cost less than $400 
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then it may be time to revisit the goals 
for your site. Everything on your site 
should be focussed towards achieving 
the goals you have for your site. They 
should complement the statement 
youre trying to make and must always 
be relevant to your target audience. 

And always be wary of the trade-offs 
involved in implementing some_ nifty 
multimedia add-on or plug-in, such as 
Shockwave. While the effects you cre- 
ate may complement the purpose of 
your site, you stand to lose a portion of 
your viewers who don’t have the time or 
inclination to download the plug-in sim- 
ply so they can view your design in all 
its glory. For people who don't have the 
plug-in, your choice is to either make 
sure your site is still intelligible or 
accept that you will be losing a seg- 
ment of your potential audience. 

All this aside, if you simply must 
have a spinning globe on your site, 
check out http://www.webgrafx-fx. 
com/pages/archive.html. There are 
thousands of animated GIFs and over 
130 globes available to download! 


3. Links that aren’t 


There is nothing more annoying than 
reading the blurb for a link to a great site 
that you ‘simply must visit’ and clicking on 
the link only to find it doesn’t work. While 
the fact that the linked page has gone 
AWOL is no fault of yours as the page 
designer, its absence when linked from 
your page does subtly change the way 
your viewer looks at your site. Whatever 
positive thoughts your viewer had about 
your site and your product, some subtle 
negative messages are now creeping in. 





The best way to avoid disappointing 
your viewers is to check your links regu- 
larly and make sure they're current. And 
when you do, make sure you empty your 
cache before you do it (or set your brows- 
er to Verify: Every time) or you might just 
get your browser’s recollection of what 
the link used to look like — before it 
ceased to exist! 

If the task of checking links is a big 
one, there are programs which will do the 
work for you. Try the shareware program 
CyberSpyder which you can download 
from http:/Awww.cyberspyder.com 


4. No time to wait 


Large sites that take too long to down- 
load risk being over-looked by viewers. 
If your site is graphics-intensive and 
slow because of this then viewers will 
simply give up and go elsewhere. Here 
are three things to check which might 
speed up the graphics on your site: 

@ Can you achieve the same goal anoth- 
er way? For example, better support for 
fonts means that you can replace graph- 
ical headings with text formatted with the 
<FONT>...</FONT> tag instead. 

@ Can you reduce the file size of your 
graphics? On the Web you.can use either 
GIF or JPG files as graphics and back- 
ground images. If you aren't sure whether 
to use GIF or JPG, save your graphic in 
both formats and compare each for size 
and quality. Remember, saving a graphic 
as a JPG file allows you to increase com- 
pression at the expense of image quality, 
so experiment with these settings. 

@ Can you make the page look like it’s 
loading more quickly? If you specify the 
size of your graphics in your IMG tag, 
your browser displays the text in your 
document leaving gaps where the 
graphics will appear to fill in later on. 
For example, <IMG SRC = “logo.gif” 
WIDTH=200 HEIGHT=152>. Your 
page won't load any faster but your 
viewer will have text to read while the 
graphics are loading. 


5. Too big for my screen 


Viewers dislike having to scroll exten- 
sively to view your Web page. As a 





designer you won't be able to avoid 
some vertical scrolling simply because 
it’s too difficult to get all the information 
you need on one screen. Scrolling 
more than half-a-dozen screens, how- 
ever, is not recommended, so if your 
page is longer than this, try splitting the 
information into more than one page to 
reduce the scrolling needed to view it. 
And be aware of screen resolution, 
too; many Web designers make the mis- 
take of imagining that all their viewers 
own the same 17in or 24in monitor that 
they do. Unfortunately, many Web surfers 
are still viewing your site on a 15in 640 by 
480 screen, although most will now be 
using a 800 by 600 screen. So, when 
you're designing for the Web, take differ- 
ent screen sizes into account in your 
design and, whatever the cost, avoid 
making your viewer scroll horizontally. 
And, always keep in mind _ that 
HTML is a mark-up language, not a 
page layout language. So, you should 
never expect that everybody will see 
your Web site exactly the way you've 
planned it. Every browser will render 
your page differently so the best that 
you can do is to preview how your 
page looks under a variety of possible 
browsers and ensure that, whatever 
else happens, they degrade gracefully. 


6. No feedback or contact 
details 


Strangely, many Web sites lack basic 
contact details so that if you need more 
information about the company, you 
have to look elsewhere to find it. This is 
an inexcusable omission — every Web 
site should contain an easy to locate 
page with details of how the company 
can be contacted. 

And remember, the Internet is an inter- 
national medium so include the country 
name in your address and include two 
versions of your phone number — one for 
local callers, including the country code. 

Also include your e-mail address so 
your viewers have the ability to e-mail you 
for more information or feedback about 
your site. The tag <A HREF = mailto: 
yourname@your.mail.address>email

me</A> will allow the viewer to click on 
the link and e-mail you direct from your 
site. Many sites include this at the foot of 
every page but wherever you put it, it 
should be easy for your viewer to locate. 


7. Why am I here? 


While fancy splash screens look creative 
and may capture a viewer's interest, the 
interest will not last if, upon entering your 
site, it isn’t fairly quickly obvious what 
your viewer stands to gain by being 
there. Very soon after they enter your site 
your viewer should have a clear impres- 
sion about who you are and what they 
can expect to gain from visiting it. 

Ask yourself why a user will visit your 
site; for example, they may be visiting to 
find more information about your product 
or service, to send a virtual gift to a friend 
or to locate information in your database. 
When you know why your viewer is visit- 
ing, you'll know what information to give 
them to reinforce the impression that 
they’ve come to the right place. 

lf they aren't reassured pretty quick- 
ly that your site can give them what 
they want, they'll either go elsewhere 
or, if they have no alternative, they'll 
develop a negative impression of your 
company and the services it offers. 


8. Where am I? 

Too often when you’re navigating a Web 
site you get lost or confused about 
where you are, where you've been and 
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where you have yet to visit. There are 
even sites which leave you wondering if 
you are still on that site? If this happens 
on your Web site you'll annoy your view- 
ers leaving them with a bad feeling 
about your company and your products. 

The easiest way to avoid these prob- 
lems is at pen and paper stage (remem- 
ber them?). Your site needs to be 
designed, on paper, from the top down 
so that you are clear about how and 
where each page fits into the overall 
plan. Your site diagram should be able 
to be drawn in a similar way to an organ- 
isation hierarchy chart with four to six 
main branches off your opening page, 
which will each contain sub-branches. 

With a plan for your site you can then 
design its navigation system. Have a 
look around the Web at how other sites 
work to see what might work on your site. 
You may choose to use menu bars and 
contents lists as a way of showing your 
user what is available or you may display 
icons or pictures for them to click on. 
Make sure that you always offer a text 
alternative for any graphical navigation 
system or users with graphics turned off 
won't be able to find their way around. 

lf your site is large, providing your 
viewers with a site overview or a table 
of contents page will give them a good 
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idea of what is to be found on your site. 
And always give the viewer a way of 
getting back to your homepage, too, so 
that if they get lost they can always find 
their way back. 

Also consider that many of your 
viewers won't have entered your site 
via your homepage. They may have 
come in via a link from another site to 
any single page on your site, so make 
sure that from any page it will be easy 
for them to know where they are and 
what is available to them if they choose 
to stay and look around. 

A handy technique for making sure 
that viewers don’t leave your site even 
if they follow links to outside sites is to 
open the link in a new Web browser 
screen. For example, <A HREF = “http: 
//www.microsoft.com/default.asp” 
TARGET = “_blank”> Microsoft </A> 
opens a new window for the Microsoft 
site, leaving the window containing 
your site still visible. 

In addition to opening a whole 
browser, you Can use JavaScript to cus- 
tomise how big the browser window is 
and what features, such as scrollbars 
and menus, are to be included. See 
http://search.netscape.com/comprod/ 
products/navigator/version_2.0/script/ 
script_info/methods.html#open_window 
_method for more details. 

A word of warning though: always 
exercise caution when you use tech- 
niques that manipulate your users’ 
desktop, aS some viewers may find it 
annoying to have yet another window 
open that they don’t have control over.

9. Under construction 


That little worker shovelling dirt on a yel- 
low warning sign is working in way too 
many places, so give him (or her) a break 
and keep them off your site! In short, your 
site snouldn’t be there for viewing until 


you are ready for people to visit, and if 
there are elements of your site that are 
incomplete, either don't mention them or 
mark them as ‘coming soon’. But, if you 
do pre-publicity for a section of your site, 
make sure that it does get developed — 
sooner rather than later. 

A better way of developing your site is 
to add new areas and then mark them as 
being new with a ‘new’ symbol or put 
them in the What's New section of your 
site. This way your viewers will see that 
your site is changing. 


10. Unreadable 


Many Web sites are text heavy and are at 
best difficult to read, and at worst unread- 
able. The mistake many designers make 
is thinking that material written and pre- 
pared for a book or a newspaper will 
reproduce on a Web site without signifi- 
cant reviewing. This is not the case 
because reading information from a 
screen is more difficult than reading print- 
ed matter. You should always review, and 
possibly reformat or rewrite, material 
before including it on your Web page. 

Make sure that text paragraphs are 
short — try for between three to seven 
lines long. Add either an indent to the 
first line of each paragraph or a break 
between paragraphs to make a visual 
pause for your viewer. In general, a 
serif font such as Times New Roman is 
easier to read than a sans serif font 
such as Arial, so use a serif font at a 
size that is easily read even at lower 
resolutions. Remember that your aim is 
to make it easy for your visitor to read 
what you have to Say. 

If you have a text heavy page, don’t 
try to squeeze it in to make it fit in a 
smaller area, rather, spread it out with 
lots of white space and frequent para- 
graph breaks. Even at double the length 
you'll have a page that is more reader 
friendly and more likely to be read. 

You'll find that the new line tag <BR> 
and the new paragraph tag <P> may 
operate differently in different browsers 
and depending on whether or not you're 
using style sheets. The <BR> will give you 
a smaller break than the <P> tag. UI

how to set up DOS mouse 


drivers in Windows 95. 


here is a truly extraordinary 

omission from Windows 95: 

there are no DOS mouse drivers. 
| suppose the question could be asked: 
why would anyone need DOS mouse 
drivers in Windows 95? Doesn't it, after 
all, provide mouse support from within 
Windows for DOS sessions? Wel, yes, 
that’s true. Windows 95 is very clever in 
that the mouse driver not only makes 
the mouse available to DOS, just as if 
trusty old mouse.com was loaded, but 
does it without using conventional DOS 
memory. Good stuff indeed. 

When you're running DOS 7 in a vir- 
tual machine, that is. 

Now Microsoft has done a pretty 
good job in broadening Windows sup- 
port for DOS programs. Many that would- 
n't work at all within the old versions of 
Windows now run fine under Windows 95 
and this saves a lot of fiddling about with 
special boot disks for games or multiple 
settings in config.sys. But there are still 
some DOS programs that simply refuse 
to operate properly within DOS sessions. 
Typically, these are games. 

That's why Windows 95 includes a 
facility for re-booting into DOS mode (run- 
ning Windows 95 in 16-bit command line 
mode, to put it another way). There are 
two ways of getting there. The first is 
selecting Shut Down from the Start menu 
and then selecting the third option 
‘Restart the computer in MS-DOS mode’?’. 

The other — and far more conve- 
nient — way is to set up an icon for your 
program and edit its Properties sheet. 
To do this: 


User Level 


1. From Windows Explorer, drag the 
program (usually ending in *.EXE or 
* COM for really old ones) to the Desktop 
or a folder from which you wish to launch 
it (this includes the Start menu). This will 
create a shortcut to the program. 

2. Right-click the icon, then click on 
Properties. This brings up the proper- 
ties sheet for this program. 

3. Click the Program tab (see Figure 1) 
and then the Advanced button. This dis- 
plays the screen (see Figure 2) where you 
choose whether you want your program 
to run as a DOS session within Windows, 
or take over the whole machine, cutting 
Windows completely out. 

4. To do the latter, select ‘MS-DOS 
mode’. Leave the box ‘Warn before enter- 
ing MS-DOS mode’ ticked. This will bring 
up a warning box, when you double-click 
your new icon, telling you to make sure 
you've saved any data you've been work- 
ing on. This is necessary since going to 
MS-DOS mode closes everything down. 

5. You then have the option of select- 
ing whether you want raw DOS to run 
with the same configuration you use to 
run Windows 95, or some special one. In 
this case — since we're talking about 
using your mouse under DOS — you'll 
need to select a special one, so click 
‘Specify a new MS-DOS configuration’. 

6. And now you may simply edit the 
‘Config.sys for MS-DOS mode’ and 
‘Autoexec.bat for MS-DOS mode’ scrol- 
lable boxes to set the options you want 
— including a reference to your mouse 
driver! 

Simple, right? Okay, maybe it isn't so 
simple if you don’t have a mouse driver. 

There may be a simpler way. If your 
computer was upgraded to Windows 
95 from DOS/Windows 3.1 and you had 
your mouse driver installed at the time 
of the upgrade, you can try clicking on 
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Trapping a DOS mouse

the Configuration button underneath 
the autoexec.bat box. This will allow 
you to select some of the settings by 
ticking boxes. 

Beware, though. Before you get to 
this setting box you will be warned that 
any config.sys and autoexec.bat infor- 
mation you've laboriously typed in will be 
lost if you set your configuration options 
this way. And they will. Still, you can can- 
cel safely out of this dialogue after you've 
inspected it. And if there is a box there 
for ‘Mouse’, simply tick it and OK your 
way all the way back out. Yes, you now 
have an icon to run your game, with a 
mouse! But if you have a clean install of 
Windows 95 — where a full copy has 
been placed onto an empty hard disk, 
you will generally have only four options 
available for selection: Expanded 
Memory, Disk Cache, Doskey and Direct 
Disk Access. That’s right: no mouse! 

Why not? You'd better ask Microsoft 
that one. Perhaps they were too confi- 
dent that the beefed up DOS support 
from within Windows 95 would mean 
that no-one would ever need to go 
back to native DOS again. Perhaps... 

Okay, that’s the problem — now let's 
find a cure. Not only does Windows 95 
not install a DOS mouse driver for raw 
DOS use, it does not even provide one. 
Use the Windows 95 Find utility to 
search your Windows 95 installation CD- 
ROM for mouse.com. No, it’s not there. 
Nor is it hidden in any of the com- 
pressed *.CAB files that actually contain 
the Windows 95 setup. Nor does 
Microsoft supply mouse.com from its file 
archive site on the Web. So it’s up to you 
to find your own mouse driver. 

Now if, with your new computer, 
you received a mouse made by any- 
one other than Microsoft, it may have 
come with a disk carrying its own dri-

Just follow the mouse’s instruc- 
tions for loading this driver, but 
instead of modifying your bootup 
autoexec.bat or config.sys, make the 
changes in the appropriate box as 
shown in Figure 2. 

If you have a Microsoft mouse that 
came with your computer, chances 
are it's the OEM version, which 
comes without disks. However, if you 
happen to have an old copy of MS- 
DOS 6.0 or later, or Windows 3.1 or 
3.11, you are the proud owner of a 
fully licensed copy of the Microsoft 
DOS mouse driver. To install, do the 
following: 

1. Locate the files you'll need using 
the following table (for 3.5in disks — 
you'll have to search with other kinds):

2. Copy the program expand.exe to 
the root directory of your C: drive. 
3. Insert the disk mouse.co_ is on.

5. Delete expand.exe from your 
hard drive (you're unlikely to need it 
again, so why waste the space). 

Now this won't automatically give you 
the tick box mouse selection option (that 
needs a bit of Registry hacking, some- 
thing we won't get into yet). Again, as 
with non-Microsoft drivers, you'll need to 
amend the autoexec.bat settings for your 
program's Properties sheet (see Figure 
2). Simply add at the end of the line: 


C:\WINDOWS\Command\Mouse 
or, if you have upper memory blocks free: 


LoadHigh 
C:\WWINDOWS\Command\Mouse 


Then you can OK your way back to 
the icon and are ready to run the game 
of which you’ve been deprived. 


COM vs SYS 


Now here’s a refinement. That mouse- 
based DOS game needs another 10Kb of 
conventional RAM to give you full sound 
... Or something else that you really want! 
At the DOS prompt you type MEM /C 
/P to see what memory is being used. 
Your DOS mouse driver — mouse.com — 
is sitting there in conventional memory 
using 17,088 bytes. But the memory sum- 
mary tells you that you have a free 20Kb 
of upper memory. This is memory 
between 640Kb and 1024Kb that is only 
available to DOS in versions later than 5.0, 
and then only when the computer system 
doesn't need it for some other reason.

The line you put in your 
autoexec.bat is LOADHIGH mouse. 
com so it ought to go into upper mem- 
ory all right. But it doesn’t! Why? 

If you type DIR MOUSE.COM in the 
appropriate directory, you'll see why. It 
has a file size of — wait for it — 56,408 
bytes. What about the 17,088 bytes? Well, 
it turns out that the mouse driver has to do 
a bit of processing at load time, thus the 
extra. All that’s left is the 17Kbo when it’s 
finished doing its housekeeping. But a 
S6Kb or more space in upper memory is 
required to start off. If mouse.com doesn’t 
find the space there — even if you've 
specified LOADHIGH — it just throws up 
its virtual hands in disgust and loads itself 
into conventional memory. 

Space is tight by the time you've fin- 
ished loading your CD-ROM drivers and 
Expanded Memory and Smart Drive — all 
needed for your game — and you just 
can't release the space. This is because 
everything in config.sys has first go at the 
limited available space and mouse.com is 
loaded from autoexec.bat. If only you 
could load mouse.com in config.sys! Then 
the 56Kb it needs may well be there, it 
would load, do its stuff and then release all 
but 17Kb. Chances are all the other stuff in 
Upper memory would fit there as well. 

Well, you can... sort of. 

Do you have the old Windows 3.1 or 
Windows for Workgroups 3.11 disks? If 
you do, you'll find mouse.sy_ on the same 
disk as mouse.co_. Using the expand.exe 
program again, you can expand this to a 
DOS directory or, if you're using Windows 
95, the \WINDOWS\COMMAND directory, 
giving it the name mouse.sys. 

This is a DOS device driver for the 
mouse. It is functionally the same as 
mouse.com. Its file size is slightly smaller 
than mouse.com’s (55,160 bytes) but the 
footprint it leaves behind in memory is 
identical (17,088 bytes). Being a device 
driver instead of a program, you load it 
through config.sys with a line something 
like DEVICEHIGH=C:\DOS\MOUSE.SYS. 
You should try placing it as early as you 
can in config.sys after the EMM386 and 
DOS=HIGH, UMB lines so it gets first 
look at the available space.

Snappy setup 





Configuring DOS can be tricky, tedious 
and traumatic — particularly when you 
have to juggle the command reference, 
a text editor and your objectives. If you 
shudder at sifting DOS commands into 
startup files and shuffling command line 
switches, you'll love the OpenDOS 
Setup program. Its context-sensitive 
helo and nested menus manage your 
changes. Although this gives OpenDOS 
a good start, you'll probably still have to 
tuck into your text editor for fine tuning. 


Move into 
multitasking 





Multitasking means running several pro- 
grams simultaneously. Each program is 
called a task, numbered 1, 2,3...in the 
order the programs are loaded. The 
OpenDOS Task Manager (TM) displays 
only one of the programs, the fore- 
ground task. The others keep on com- 
puting in background, however, even 
though they’re out of sight. For true mul 
titasking, Task Manager needs at least a 
386 with a minimum of 2Mb of RAM. 
Less powerful PCs have to settle for task 
switching, where programs are frozen 
when shifted to background mode. 

To prepare TM to load at bootup, 
type SETUP at the DOS prompt and

select the Task Management menu. 
Then check Load Multitasking software, 
either by clicking on that entry or 
Tabbing to it and pressing Spacebar. 
It’s not necessary to select Configure 
Task Manager. In fact, it’s a good idea 
to go with the default configuration if 
you haven't used TM before. Then, after 
you have a feel for the way It interacts 
with your programs and the way you 
work, fine-tune TM by rerunning Setup. 

That said, it's worth checking out TM's 
Menu Hot Key (default Esc) and Shift 
Key(s) (default Ctrl). Pressing the two 
together, then releasing them both, brings 
up the TM menu. From there you can tap 
Insert to create a new task. Translated, 
this means TM displays a screen with the 
DOS prompt, where you can launch 
another program. Also from the TM menu, 
you can select a task and either switch to 
it or tao Delete to delete it, which quits that 
particular program and removes the task 
from the list. If there’s only one task, tap- 
ping Delete at the TM menu quits TM as 
well as the task program. 

With TM’s Shift key pressed you can 
switch between tasks using the numeric 
keypad, without having to go through the 
TM menu. Tap the task number to move 
to that task, + to select the next task on 
the list or - for the previous task. Task hop- 
ping with TM’s Shift key is far faster than 
switching between DOS programs run 
from Windows. If any of your programs 
use the above key combinations, you can 
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“Command Refer 
TASENGH in AVIGEXEC. BAT 


The TASKNGR command loads the Task Manager software. When you load and 
conf igure the Task Manager in SETUP, the TASKNGR command is automatically 
added to ores Se°, go that the software loads every time you start 
the operating system. You can also use TASKMGR at the systen prompt; 
refer to “Loading the Task Mavager at the Syste Prompt” and “Working 
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avoid conflicts by changing one or both of 
TM's special keys before you quit Setup. 

After quitting Setup, each time you 
reboot the prompt ‘Enable Task 
Manager (Y/N)? lets you choose 
whether to load the TM software. If you 
use TM most of the time, that prompt's 
a pain — particularly since it’s so easy 
to unload TM if you don’t want it. To 
make TM get on with the job without 
asking, open your autoexec.bat file in 
Edit or another text editor. Find the line: 


?“Enable Task Manager (Y/N)?" 
TASKMGR 


and edit it to 
TASKMGR 


While you’re having a squiz, be sure 
your mouse driver loads before TM — 
otherwise you'll render your rodent 
impotent. The same applies for most of 
the rest of your autoexec.bat file, which 
means the line that loads TM should 
usually come last. 

If you only use TM occasionally, 
scrub its line completely from your 
autoexec.bat file and start TM when 
you're in a multitasking mood by typing 
TASKMGR at the DOS prompt. You 
should still run Setup to configure TM, 
however, because that makes several 
changes to the config.sys, autoexec.bat 
and taskmgr.ini files.

Troubles with TM 


Switching between tasks lowers the data 
terminal ready (DTR) line, and this will 
drop any data flowing through the serial 
port at the time. This catch-22 means 
that although your communications pro- 
gram can upload or download while run- 
ning as a background task, it’s unreliable 
to start a file transfer (which must be 
done in foreground) and then switch the 
task to background. Also, many 
modems interpret a lowered DIR as a 
cue to hang up the phone, although you 
can get around this one by initialising the 
modem with AT&DO, and sending 
+++ATHO when you want to hang up. 


Re-claim 
conventional RAM 





DOS applications crave conventional 
RAM (that below 640Kb). MS-DOS 
makes room by letting you push most of 
DOS into the high memory area (HMA, 
the first 64Kb of extended memory — 
XMS). Also, if there’s space, you can 
nudge many drivers and TSRs into upper 
memory blocks (UMBs, snatches of RAM 
between 640Kb and 1024Kb — 1Mb). 


Discover DPMS 


OpenDOS strides one step further with 
DOS Protected Mode Services (DPMS), 
which lets you load a number of key 
drivers and TSRs into XMS, instead of 
being restricted to conventional RAM 
or available UMBs. This is a particular 
advantage for those programs that 
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should fit into vacant UMBs — but 
wont, because they require much 
more RAM for loading than they do 
after they’re resident in memory. 

If you have at least a 286, the default 
OpenDOS installation enables DPMS by 
including the line device=c:\opendos\ 
dpms.exe near the top of your config.sys 
file (where C:\OPENDOS is the directory 
where your OpenDOS files are kept). To 
have Setup add a DPMS line, which must 
come after the one that loads 
emm386.exe, select DOS System & 
Memory Management, Memory Manager 
and be sure Load DPMS software is 
checked. Although Setup has options for 
loading dpms.exe into conventional, 
upper or high memory, none of these 
affects the entry in config.sys and, when 
loaded, dpms.exe always occupies 
about 1Mb of conventional RAM. To view 
what’s hanging about in that first 640Kb, 
type MEM/B/P at the DOS prompt. 


Caching in 

Although OpenDOS can use the MS- 
DOS SmartDrive, NWCACHE is smarter 
in many ways. Both set up their caches 
in XMS, but NWCACHE uses less total 
RAM below 1Mb, and is easier to shoe- 
horn into UMBs because it can spread 
itself around. With memory lending 
enabled, NWCACHE dynamically 
adjusts the size of its cache when 
applications require RAM. 

To configure NWCACHE from Setup, 
select Disk Performance and be sure 
NWCACHE Disk Cache is checked. 
Then select Configure, select Allow write 
delays — and accept the other defaults. 
Disk reads are always cached, and 
Allow Write Delays is a confusing way of 
saying disk writes are cached, as well. 
By default, NWCACHE doesn't display 
the DOS prompt until all data is flushed 
from the cache onto disk. Typing 
NWCACHE/S at the DOS prompt shows 
which drives are cached. Writes are 
cached for those drives labelled 
buffered or delayed, but not cached for 
drives labelled write through. 

Unfortunately there are two subjects 
where SmartDrive is dux = and 


NWCACHE wears the dunce cap. Not 
only won’t NWCACHE cache CD-ROM 
drives, it crashes Windows for 
Workgroups running 32-bit file access. 
That’s because 32-bit file access uses 
its own speedy VCACHE — which dis- 
ables SmartDrive, but not NWCACHE, 
on conflicting drives. 


Editing for extra memory 


If you’re presently accessing your CD- 
ROM drive with MSCDEX, it’s simple to 
use NWCDEX instead because, with a 
couple of minor exceptions, both use 
the same command line switches. 
Open your autoexec.bat file in Edit or 
another text editor, and replace 
MSCDEX and its path (C:\DOS\ 
MSCDEX.EXE, for instance) with 
C:\OPENDOS\NWCDEX.EXE, and 
leave all the switches as they are. Since 
NWCDEX is network-savvy, it doesn't 
need the /s required by MSCDEX, and 
will ignore that switch if it’s present. 
Type NWCDEX/? at the DOS prompt for 
a more complete list of switches than 
given in the readme.txt file. Finally, be 
sure NWCDEX loads before SmartDrive 
if you want it to cache your CD-ROMs. 

The OpenDOS DPMS mainstays 
mean it’s usually no problem to shoo the 
remaining drivers and TSRs out of con- 
ventional RAM and into UMBs. To do 
this, replace DEVICE with DEVICEHIGH 
everywhere in config.sys except for the 
emm386.exe and dpoms.exe lines, and 
replace INSTALL with INSTALLHIGH 
(an OpenDOS enhancement). In 
autoexec.bat, use LH at the beginning 
of all lines that load drivers or TSRs 
(including NWCDEX, which loads a 7Kb 
slice into conventional RAM by default). 
Exceptions here are for NWCACHE and 
SHARE, which load high automatically, 
and TASKMGR, which will load high but 
forces part of DOS into conventional 
RAM — leaving you worse off than 
before. Type MEM/A/P at the DOS 
prompt for the lowdown of what's 
loaded into the first 1Mb of RAM and a 
summary of what’s free where. | easily 
achieved 624Kb of free conventional 
RAM. 
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Don’t let damaged NT files do 
you under. Link Harris explains 
how to make and use an 


Emergency Repair Disk. 


C orrupt system files, a contaminated 
startup environment or a defective 
registry — these horrors can cause 
NT4 to collapse or prevent booting to 
the other operating system in a dual- 
boot scheme. Provided you have an 
up-to-date Emergency Repair Disk 
(ERD), however, you can usually sal- 
vage your setup without having to rein- 
stall everything from scratch. An ERD is 
a floppy that contains critical informa- 
tion NT4 needs to know about its own 
installation and your software, hard- 
ware and network configurations. 


Creating an ERD 


The files destined for the ERD are held 
in the CAWINNT\REPAIR FOLDER 
(directory), where C:\WINNT is the 
home folder for your NT4_ files. 
C:AWINNT\REPAIR contains backups of 
the registry files as well as other vitals, 
but these aren't updated automatically 
when you make changes — you have 
to prod NT4 to do tt. 





Step 1: Start the Repair Disk Utility 
rdisk.exe by selecting Run from the Start 
menu and typing RDISK. Unless you know 
that the contents of C\WINNT\REPAIR are 
current, click on Update Repair Info rather 
than Create Repair Disk. 

Step 2: When this warning window 
appears, clicking on Yes updates the

files in C:\WINNT\REPAIR, but does- 
n't affect the registry or any other 
NT4 files. 

Step 3: After the Repair files have 
been refreshed on your hard disk, NT4 





offers to make a floppy version, called 
the ERD. (If you can’t spot a spare flop- 
py or just want to defer the job, click 
No. The updated Repair data will 


remain in C:\WINNT\REPAIR © until 


you're ready. Then type RDISK in the 
Run dialogue box and select Create 
Repair Disk.) 

Step 4: Be sure to use a 1.44Mb flop- 
py for the ERD. NT4 formats the floppy 





before transferring the repair files and, 
for this application, it can’t cope with a 
floopy of any other capacity. 


Using an ERD 

Step 1: Write protect NT4 Setup Disk 2, 
by moving the slider to uncover the win- 
dow. Then make a backup, using either 
File, Copy Disk from My Computer or 





diskcopy from the command prompt. Put 
the original floppy aside, and use the 
backup for Steps 2 and 4. 

Step 2: Replace the file setupdd.sys 
on Setup Disk 2 (backup) by copying 
the updated version from NT4 Service 
Pack 2 or later (Service Pack 3 is in 
\PATCHES\NT4SP3 on this month’s CD- 
ROM). That file drives the Emergency 
Repair process, and the original (sup- 
plied on Setup Disk 2) doesn't always 
replace the NT4 files properly. 

Step 3: Insert NT4 Setup Disk 1 in the 
floppy drive and cold boot your PC, 
either by pressing the Reset button or 
turning the mains power off and back on. 

Step 4: After you insert Setup Disk 
2, select R from the first menu to start 
the Emergency Repair process, and 
accept the defaults for the subsequent 
menu for a full diagnosis. 

Step 5: At the next screen, press 
Enter to detect mass_ storage. 
Otherwise, you won't be able to use 
your CD-ROM drive for Step 7. 

Step 6: After removing Setup Disk 3, 
insert your ERD at the prompt. 

Step 7: Insert the NT4 CD-ROM, when 
the program asks for “the original instal- 
lation media”, to compare the system 
files on your hard disk with the originals. 
lf your PC immediately hangs with 
“Checking drive \device\cdromO\i386\ 
autochk.exe” in the status bar, press 
Enter to get things moving again. 

Step 8: Since the Repair Process 
removes any Service Pack (SP) 
updates, reapply the last SP (they're 
cumulative, so SP2 includes the fixes 
from SP1, and SP3 includes the fixes 
from SP1 and SP2). O

hats in your wallet? 
Chances are you have at 
least two or three items 
which identify you in some way: a dri- 
vers licence, registration, ATM cards, 
credit cards, Medicare card. 

We're used to carrying around ID, 
it's no big deal. But how do you identi- 
fy yourself on the Net? 

Anyone who's spent any time in a chat 
room, MUD or newsgroup will know that 
the Internet is full of people who are fak- 
ing it. You’ve probably done it yourself: 
assumed an identity, or given incomplete 
or inaccurate information, when forced to 
fill in a form to qualify for a software down- 
load or access to a site. 

Even more importantly, how do you 
identify companies on the Net? 

In the ‘real world’ we identify and 
judge companies we deal with by a

combination of name, reputation and 
physical appearance. 

If you see an advertisement in the 
paper for a brand new computer system 
with the works and the price seems too 
good to be true, you're likely to do some 
checking up on the advertiser. If the 
company’s name is unfamiliar, you might 
still decide to go to the store and suss 
them out: does the store look rundown or 
well maintained, do the staff look profes- 
sional, do they answer your questions 
knowledgeably and clearly, how long 
has the company been in business, who 
else appears to be shopping there? 

None of these things will guarantee 
you a ‘safe’ buy, but they all contribute 
to your decision whether to entrust your 
business to the company. 

On the Net, there’s no way to give a 
retailer the once over; all you have to 
go by is the company’s name, the look 
of their Web site, and things you've 
heard from other customers. 

The same goes for software publish- 
ers. T1e Web is overflowing with software 
down oads, and you'll frequently come 
across sites which offer to download a 
Java applet or Activex control to let you 
experience the latest gee-whiz effects. 
But how can you be sure these ‘freebies’ 
are safe to unleash on your PC? 


Digital certificates 


Enter digital certificates. A digital cer- 
tificate, or digital ID, is used to prove 
who you are on the Internet. 

Digital IDs can be issued to Web 
sites, software developers and individu- 
als. You can be pretty sure that anyone 
who produces a valid digital ID is who 
they claim to be. Of course, while a dig- 
ital ID verifies someone’s identity, it says 
nothing about their character — some- 
thing you need to establish for yourself. 


Digital signatures 





Nevertheless, the requirements for 
getting a digital ID as an organisation 
engaged in electronic commerce are 
stringent enough that they give some 
assurance of the certificate holder 
being an established business. For 
software publishers, a combination of a 
digital ID and an Authenticode certifi- 
cate not only verifies identity but also 
states the equivalent of “this code has 
not been tampered with and should not 
wreak havoc on your computer”. 

The basic personal digital ID 
requires nothing more than having a 
verifiable e-mail address. If people you 
deal with on the Net are finicky about 
who they’re dealing with, you can get 
different classes of personal IDs, 
requiring either third-party proof of your 
name, address and other information, 
right up to IDs which can only be 
obtained by appearing in person or 
presenting registered credentials. 


What is a digital ID? 


What, exactly, is a digital certificate? 
Technically, it's an electronic docu- 
ment which conforms to the 
International Telecommunications 
Union's (the international body that 
determines communications — stan- 
dards) X.509 specification. 

In everyday terms, it’s a document 
which typically contains the owner’s 
name and public key (see ‘What is pub- 
lic key encryption?’), the expiration date 
of the public key, the serial number of 
the certificate, and the name and digital 
signature of the organisation which

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Do I need one? 


Currently, there’s no pressing need for 
you, as an individual, to have a digital 
ID. But that’s due to change.

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Recently, a group of the major 
financial players in the world of 
online commerce, including Visa 
(Wwww.visa.com) and Mastercard 
(www.mastercard. com), have pub- 
lished a new protocol for SET — 
Secure Electronic Transactions. SET 
is designed to make online credit 
card transactions as secure as 
offline transactions and, once it’s in 
place, many online merchants. will 
insist you produce your digital ID 
before they'll do business with you. 
In fact, you'll need a separate digital 
ID for each credit card you use 
online. 

It's not likely to stop there, either. 
Once online shopping makes digital 
IDs more commonplace, we’ll probably 
see more Web sites using such certifi- 
cates simply to check your ID. 

You'll also find more and more soft- 
ware developers, online shops and 
other sites providing their own digital 
IDs as surfers and consumers demand 
greater security on the Net. 
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How do you get one? 


You can get a digital ID from any of the 
CA’s which provide personal digital 
certificates. 

Usually the easiest way to get one is 
by using an application which supports 
digital signatures and encryption. The 
latest versions of both Netscape 
Navigator (and Communicator) and 
Microsoft's Internet Explorer provide 
support for encryption and digital sig- 
natures, and each program offers an 
option to sign you up for a digital ID. 


Safety’s a chimera 


No-one is making iron-clad guaran- 
tees about the privacy and security of 
Online interactions. But with the intro- 
duction of new technology, such as 
digital certificates, standards for e- 
mail encryption (such as S/MIME — 
Secure Multipurpose Internet Mail 
Extensions), and SET for electronic 
commerce, exchanging sensitive 
information online is becoming con- 
siderably less dicey. U 











Faster in a squeeze 


Q: | run a 486DX4/100 with 8Mb of 
RAM and Windows 95, Microsoft 
Word 7.0 and CorelDraw 5.0 with 
Corel Photopaint 5.0. It has taken me 
about six months of experimentation 
to get everything working just right 
and each month | scan through your 
Questions column to see if there are 
any more tips to get my system run- 
ning smoother. 

My problem, which | must admit is 
not a major one, is that after recently 
installing DriveSpace as an experi- 
ment, | compressed 100Mb of free 
hard drive space with a compression 
ratio of 7:1 and this resulted in a 450Mb 
compressed drive being mounted on 
my hard drive. This in itself was quite 
astonishing to me as | did not ever 
imagine such a good result. 

Anyway, after putting a couple of my 
larger programs onto the compressed 
drive and working with them for a while, 
can you explain to me why | seem to be 
getting better overall performance 
working from my compressed drive 
than | do with the programs on the nor- 
mal part of the drive? 

| suppose that | should explain my 
hard disk, which is only 250Mb in 
size. On the uncompressed part of 
the drive, | have a cut-down installa- 
tion of Windows 95 and a custom 
installation of Word 7.0 plus an old 
version of Norton Commander, which 
| use for any DOS text editing and file 
viewing that | might need. On the new 
compressed drive, | have only got 
CorelDraw 5.0 and Corel Photopaint 
5.0 and a couple of empty temporary 
directories that | use for trying out any 
new programs that | get. | have delib- 
erately left about 50Mb of uncom- 
pressed space on the drive just to be

sure that Windows has enough space 
to fiddle with its swap file. 

Would there be any benefit in 
increasing the size of the compressed 
drive, and will it do any harm to the 
drive if | continue to operate it in this 
compressed state?

A: Compression does no harm to the 
drive; strictly speaking, it does nothing 
to the drive. It’s all done by software, 
and your files are recorded as virtual 
files, part of a single great big real file 
(the ‘container’). The reason why you 
have noted a performance improve- 
ment is that if a file is compressed to 
one-third of its ‘real’ size, it takes one- 
third as long to read and write the file to 
disk and the gain is greater than the 
time it takes your system to decom- 
press and compress the file — espe- 
cially if your hard disk is getting a bit 
old and is no longer the fastest gun in 
the south. 

This is particularly noticeable with 
bitmap files, which may be com- 
pressed by as much as 20:1. Text and 
program files typically run around 2:1 
— the compression stated by 
DriveSpace is based on an average 
reading and the compression you actu- 
ally get depends on how much ‘slack’ 
there is in the particular file. Some files, 
such as ZIP archives, are already so 
compressed that they actually come 
out slightly bigger on a DriveSpace 
compressed partition. 

There was a time when disk com- 
pression seemed to cause trouble, but 
it only did so indirectly, because of 
interactions with SmartDrive. Those 
bugs have been cured long ago, and 
compression is now perfectly safe. 


ANSWERS 


Having a computer- 


related problem? 


As for your system setup, I'd sug- 
gest moving all applications you can to 
the compressed partition and increase 
it in size until only Windows and 50Mb 
of swap disk space sits on the uncom- 
pressed one. When you need more 
space than that, | strongly recommend 
adding another drive — the biggest 
one you can afford. Make it your main 
drive and make your present drive the 
slave. Compressed, of course. 

On a side issue, | strongly recom- 
mend that you get rid of Norton 
Commander, as your version doesn't 
know about long filenames and can do 
a lot of damage. It doesn’t do anything 
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that Windows 95 can't do, anyway, and 
you can use the space it takes up. 
Speaking of which, I’d strongly recom- 
mend an upgrade from 8Mb to 16Mb of 
RAM. You'll find a_ performance 
increase of over 50 per cent, which is 
worth having with a 486... 


Wandering icons 


Q: | have Windows 95 installed on my 
computer and have generally found it to 
be a far superior interface to Windows 
3.1. However, | encounter one irritating 
problem upon the installation of a new 
program onto my system. When the 
installation is complete, | discover that 
some file folders (always the same ones) 
have been stretched in size to about half 
the width of the screen, subsequently 
rearranging icons, regardless of what 
format | view them in. Is there a way of 
permanently setting folder sizes or is this 
problem yet another member of the 
Windows 95 ‘Bug Club’?

A: The Program Manager idea of 
Windows 3.x has pretty much been 
abandoned in Windows 95; there is a 
program.exe in the Windows folder that 
runs more or less like the old one, but 
it's not satisfactory. The same goes for 
running programs from icons in folders, 
which | gather is what you're trying to 
do. The main hitch here is that the 
order of the icons Is alphabetical, and a 
new one cant come in where you want 
it. AS you say, the folders also change 
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their size and shape, though that is 
something you can fix: the freeware 
utility TweakUI, which you'll find on our 
monthly CD, has a Save Window 
Settings option. 

When all is said and done, though 
Windows 95 is really meant to be oper- 
ated from the Start menu, which you 
can set up to suit yourself or from icons 
on the desktop (check back over my 
Windows 95 columns). Folders are best 
used to manage data files. 


More ways of skinning cats 


Q: | bought an Osborne PC in July 
‘94. It is a 486DX2/66 with 16Mb of 
RAM. 256Kb L2 cache, 340Mb 
Connor HDD, Sony 1.44Mb floppy 
drive. 1Mb of video RAM and a 15in 
auto-scan digital monitor. The PC 
came with DOS 6.2, WFW 3.11, elec- 
tronic manuals for DOS and WFW and 
an Osborne front end with tutorials 
etc, all loaded on the HDD. No manu- 
als or installation floppy disks were 
supplied. All the software and manu- 
als were supplied on a CD-ROM. 

About a year later | fitted a CD-ROM 
drive and a Sound Blaster kit. | thought 
the CD-ROM drive would be a 
Panasonic or Sony brand but the stick- 
er on it says ‘Funai Electric Co. Ltd. 
Model No. E225QUA’. What brand is it? 

Later | bought the Microsoft DOS 
6.22 Stepup disk and upgraded to 
DOS 6.22. | have installed, tried and 
removed several shareware programs 
so bits and pieces may be left behind. 
| have used your hints on memory and 
modified the autoexec.bat and con- 
fig.sys flies to get 615Kb of convention- 
al memory. Memmaker only gave me 
595Kb free. 

Earlier this year | was thinking of 
upgrading to Windows 95 and decided 
to wait for your article on upgrading to 
Windows 95 to be printed to answer all 
my questions. 

Your recent article on installing 
Windows 95 covered several installa- 
tions. | intend to do a ‘Pure 95’ installa- 
tion after | format my hard drive and 
buy the upgrade CD-ROM for Windows 





95 because | already have DOS and 
Windows. You said the upgrade and 
full version are the same except that 
the upgrade asks to see your first 
Windows installation disk. My problem 
is | do not have DOS and WFW on 
installation floppy disks. They are on a 
CD-ROM and are not in a compressed 
format. That is, to install DOS from the 
DOS:-prompt.: ft type< XCOPY 
D:\DOS_62\’.. C\DOS /V and to install 
WFW from the DOS prompt | type 
D:\WINSETUP\SETUP. 

Will any of the following methods 
allow me to use the Windows 95 
upgrade CD-ROM to do a Windows 95- 
only installation? 

1. Put the CD-ROM containing DOS 
and WFW in the CD-ROM drive when 
the upgrade installer program asks for 
the first Windows installation disk to 
show that | have WFW installed? 

2. XCOPY all the DOS and WFW 
files on to floppies and use one of 
these? 

3. Use BACKUP in the File Manager 
to backup DOS and WFW files to flop- 
pies and use one of these? 

4. Use my boot floppy to format my 
HDD, install DOS from the CD-ROM, do 
a dual-boot installation for DOS and 
Windows 95 and then delete DOS from 
my HDD? 

| have made a boot floopy complete 
with CD-ROM drivers and 15 DOS 
commands and it works okay. 


A: Before we go into the Windows 95 
installation, | have to point out that your 
DOS installation method doesn't actu- 
ally install DOS, but merely copies its 
utility programs across. To install, you 
have to run the Setup program in your 
DOS installation directory as this puts 
the boot sector and command inter- 
preter on the hard disk. 

As for Windows 95, | dont know 
which actual file or files it looks for on the 
3.11 floppy. I'd be inclined to delete 
WFW and all other directories including 
DOS, then do a fresh installation of WFW 
(to get rid of all rubbish) and finally 
install Windows 95 without the dual-boot 





option, which will remove the existing 
DOS and Windows 3.11 installations. 
How to do this? Simple, just let the 
Windows 95 installer have its head; this 
is the default option provided that you 
don't change the destination folder. 

After doing this, you should put REM 
before everything in config.sys and 
autoexec.bat and check’ whether 
everything works properly. 


Folder reincarnation 


Q: Heres a quickie for you: is there any 
way | can force Windows 95 to display 
files, in the OPEN dialogue box or fold- 
er display, in LIST view? | know there is 
a button to do it but even then it is very 
annoying to have to click it each time to 
get a list view.

A: /t’s a bit hard to say without knowing 
what you've got now, Peter, but in prin- 
ciple, memory and display adaptor 
upgrades give you the most bang for 
your buck. 

Forget about MMX for the next year or 
so; there’s as yet no software to speak of 
that can make use of the MMX, and non- 
MMxX software runs no faster on this CPU 
than on a regular Pentium. Also, keep in 
mind that your motherboard has to be 
able to run whatever CPU you want to 
install: the hardware manual will help you 
there. | believe the MMX is a direct plug- 
in replacement for the Pentium of the 
same clock speed. 

For vector-based graphics (techni- 
cal drawing, CorelDraw and the like) a 
fast CPU is important because it has to 
do a lot of floating-point database cal- 
culations. For bitmapped graphics 
(games, photo editing, videos), even a 
slow CPU mostly sits around and waits 
for the display adaptor, unless you 
have a really fast one. 

| haven't tried the Matrox card 
myself, although I’ve heard its good 
value for money, but I’m happy with the 
Diamond 3D 2000 on my home system, 
with 4Mb of on-board RAM, so | can do 
true colour editing at 1024 by 768 res- 
olution with 7OMHz refresh rate (| have 
a 17in NEC 5FG monitor). If you want to 
play a lot of 3D games, you'll find the 
Diamond 3D 3000 faster in this mode 
(but slower in normal 2D graphics). Oh, 
by the way, my CPU is a Pentium 90 
and | have 32Mb of RAM.

To switch or not to switch 


Q: Is it okay to leave a computer on all 
the time, for example, just switch off the 
monitor?

Selection behaviour 


Paint Shop Pro 4 is a great upgrade 
from version 3, with dozens of improve- 
ments and enhancements, such as 
gradient fills, drop shadows, automatic 
button creation and a grab-bag of other 
features. 

Some of the improvements can be 
confusing if you're used to version 3, 
and you may think that some of the old 
features are ‘broken’. For example, the 
selection marquee (the animated dot- 
ted line around selections) behaves in 
an entirely different fashion and takes 
some getting used to. 

Apart from the new behaviour, there 
is also a bug to look out for. If you find 
that the selection marquee is invisible 
or appears to take a long time to dis- 
play, it may be because you have an 
early version of the file mfc42.dll. Paint 
Shop Pro 4.12 requires’ version 
4.2.6256 of this file or higher. 
Perversely, some versions of this file 
misreport their version number, pre- 
venting the Paint Shop Pro installing 
program from overwriting the file. 

If you appear to have a missing or 
sluggish selection marquee, you can 
grab the correct version of mfc42.dll 
from Jasc’s Web site (www.jasc.com/ 
support.html) or get it directly from this 
month's PC User Offline CD-ROM. You 
need to extract the DLL file from the zip 
into the \WINDOWS\SYSTEM folder (for 
Windows 95) or the \WINNT\SYSTEM32 
folder (for Windows NT 4).

Don't try to install any of the Microsoft 
Office 97 applications to a folder 
whose name contains a comma, sin- 
gle quote or exclamation point. It’s 
quite likely to spit the dummy. Make 
sure you install onto to a folder that 
uses etters, numbers and spaces in 
the name. 

In fact, you'll do well to let any pro- 
gram (from any company, not just 
Microsoft) install to the default folder 
unless you have a good reason for 
choosing another folder (such as not 
enough space on your C: drive). It’s 
surprising how many programs don’t 
work fully when you install them to a 
non-default folder. Even if they work 
perfectly, you may find you have more 
work to do when it comes to file opera- 
tions aS many programs use default 
folders for opening and closing files. 

While it's not mandatory to use the 
default folder, it’s often a good idea.

Word document 
incompatibilities 

When Microsoft brought out Office 97 
and Word 97, there were howls from 
existing users, as the company created 
new file formats for all the applications 
which were not backwards compatible. 
So, if you saved a Word document, for 
example, in Word 97 and then gave it 
to a colleague who had Word 95, they 
couldn't read it. 

Word came with a clunky Save As... 
Word 95/6.0 option, but this was a 
hasty workaround. Instead of creating 
a true Word 95 document, it created an 
RTF (rich text format) file with a fake 
‘DOC’ extension. 

While the RTF format could save much 
of the original formatting, it’s a string-and- 
chewing gum solution which has, Jjustifi- 
ably, failed to satisfy Word users. 

Microsoft has now released a Word 
95/6.0 converter which converts Word 
97 docs into proper binary Word 95 
docs. There are some features of Word 
97 documents which will still not be con- 
verted, simply because some of the new 
advanced features are not supported in 
the older version. But with this converter, 
you'll be able to share documents hap- 
pily with others using earlier versions of 
Word. We've included the converter on 
this month’s PC User CD-ROM. 

Microsoft is also including the con- 
verter in the Office 97 Service Pack 1, 
which should be available from 
www.microsoft.com/office by the time 
you read this. The Service Pack includes 
a number of fixes and minor extensions 
to the Office applications in addition to 
the Word document converter.
